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HE above photograph shows all that remains of the 
proud Temple of Apollo which stood at Corinth in 
the days of the Apostle Paul. This imposing structure 
was built in the sixth century B. C. Tremendous events 
have taken place and much history has been written 
on this site. A Roman General massacred ninety 
thousand inhabitants here, in B. C. 146. The little 
church of the Corinthians was founded by Paul a few 
hundred yards from where these pillars stand. 
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The Gospel In The Stars 


OU do not have to be an as- 
tronomer to understand the 
Gospel in the stars. 


The ancients who first charted the 
heavens gave names to the stars and 
constellations. Then they drew imagi- 
native heavenly figures around the 
ideas which the names conveyed. 


A study of these names and figures 
unfolds every step of the Gospel pro- 
gram which was inaugurated by the 
Lord Jesus Christ centuries later. 
There can therefore be but one con- 
clusion—the ancients were divinely 
guided. 


One only needs to go out under the 
skies on a clear night, and with the 
naked eye locate a few of the major 
constellations, in order to become an 
amateur astronomer. 


Just when and where the idea of 
associating various forms with clusters 
of stars originated, is a question that 
remains open for discussion. But as 
the names which have come down to 
us are examined, we discover that pri- 
mitive men, fresh from the creative 
hand of God, understood the great plan 
of human redemption. 


A perversion of this original know- 
ledge is to be observed in the mytho- 
logies of Greece and other nations. 


* One of the marvels of history is the 
fact that these names and figures have 
been preserved and handed down from 
generation to generation, as the cen- 
turies have come and gone. 


Long before the Scriptures began to 
be compiled in manuscript form by 
“holy men of God”, the ancients were 
drawing star pictures of eternal 
spiritual truths. 


Even a casual study of the subject 
will show that between the written re- 
cord and the heavenly record, there is 
perfect harmony. “For ever, O Lord, 
thy word is settled in heaven.” 


The God who established the heavens 
is the same God who inspired the writ- 
ing of the Book of books. 


As previously intimated, no one 
knows for sure who grouped the stars 
into the original constellations. No one 
knows who catalogued them into cer- 
tain clusters and gave them names. No 
one knows who drew the first pictures 
associating spiritual ideas with the 
various constellations. 


But certainly this knowledge origi- 
nated back very close to the Garden of 
Eden. 


Leo 4h, 
In many instances there is no resem- 
blance between the physical arrange- 


ment of the stars themselves and the 
figures assigned to them. 


Take for example, the beautiful con- 
stellation called Leo which is readily 
located without even the use of a tele- 
scope. Regulus, the brightest star of 
this assemblage, is well known to every 
astronomer.

The men who first charted the 
heavens, drew a picture of a lion to 
represent this group. But even the most 


active imagination would find it diffi-’ 


cult to form the mental picture of an 
animal when standing on earth gazing 
up at this cluster. 


Yet Regulus and his family of stars 
have been handed down from antiquity 
as portraying the king of the jungles. 


To represent these stars as a lion 
seems meaningless until the Gospel ap- 
plication is made, and one learns that 
it was the belief of the first astrono- 
mers that this constellation pointed for- 
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ward prophetically, to the day when 
Jesus Christ would subdue Satan at the 
end of the millennial age. 


The ancients were thinking of the 
One whom we know as “the Lion of the 
tribe of Judah, the Root of David (who) 
hath prevailed.” 


Leo and Hydra 


According to best authorities, the 
primary meaning of the word Regulus 
is to “tread under foot.” The next star 
of importance in the Leo series is 
Denebola, which means “the coming 
judge.” Another is Al Giebha and this 
word means “the exalted one.” 


By applying these definitions to the 
Lord Jesus Christ, we can understand 
the true message which the ancients 
sought to convey in this particular star 
picture. 

Directly UNDER THE FEET of ‘Leo 


is another series bearing the name 
Hydra, which means “to be abhorred.” 


This group stretches out long like the 
full length of a serpent. 


In other words, “the Lion of the tribe 
of Judah” is in the act of crushing 
“that old serpent, called the Devil, and 
Satan.” 


Thus, the first people to read the 
language of the stars, anticipated the 
fulfillment of Genesis 3:15, “And I 
will put enmity between thee and the 
woman, and between thy seed and her 
seed; it shall bruise thy head, and thou 
shalt bruise his heel.” 


The two great characters woven in- 
to all the picture writings of the heav- 
ens are (1) the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
(2) Satan. 


Finally, in the closing scenes of the 
drama, Christ as Leo, triumphs over 
Satan. 


This is the Gospel which, according 
to Psalms 19, was delivered “through 
all the earth” and to “the end of the 
world.” 


This is the Gospel which, according 
to Colossians 1, “is laid up for you in 
heaven” and was originally declared “‘to 
every creature which is under heaven.” 


This is the Gospel which, according 
to Romans 1, was deliberately rejected 
in olden times by people “professing 
themselves to be wise, became fools 
and changed the glory of the incor- 
ruptible God into an image made like 
to corruptible man, and to birds, and 
fourfooted beasts, and creeping things.” 


This rejection brought on the black 
night of heathenism which has for cen- 
turies enveloped millions of helpless 
human beings. 


Virgo 


At this particular time of the year, 
the constellation of Virgo, or the Vir- 
gin, may be seen in the southeastern 
heavens. 


That this group of stars, which in 
no sense resembles the figure of a 
woman, should have been portrayed 
as a Virgin in primeval astronomy, is 
in itself a remarkable fact. 


There is but one explanation—name- 
ly, the wise men of old knew that a 
Virgin would have an important part 
in working out the great ‘plan of hu- 
man redemption. 


Sinee Genesis 1:14 says the stars are 
“FOR SIGNS”, divine inspiration may 
have been pointing to the constellation 
of Virgo when Isaiah was prompted to 
write: “The Lord himself shall give you 
a SIGN; Behold a virgin shall conceive, 
and bear a son, and shall call his name 
Immanuel.” 

The Encyclopaedia Britannica says: 
“Virgo is the Virgin of astronomy, and 
the sixth sign of the Zodiac .... The 
constellation contains a first magnitude 
star, Spica.” 


The four main stars of Virgo are 
Spica, Subilon, Al Murredin and Zavi-

Would Tinker With the Mails 


The columns of this Magazine car- 
ried an article last month exposing a

sinister scheme to close the United 
States mails to Christian periodicals 
which dare to tell the truth about the 
menace of Jewish Communism. 


It was demonstrated that this pro- 
posed legislation, if enacted by Con- 
gress, would put a ban upon the New 
Testament as well as other forms of 
Gospel literature. 


One of the largest Jewish newspapers 
in the United States says that such a 
bill “WILL BE INTRODUCED INTO 
THE. UNITED STATES CONGRESS 
BY ONE OF THE NEW YORK SEN- 
ATORS.” This fatal invasion of the 
religious liberties of Christian people 
is of course being promoted under the 
guise of legislating against those who 
are accused of promoting “racial or 
religious. hatred.” 


The American Jewish Outlook of 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania announces 
that the bill has already been drafted 
by Pittsburgh and New York lawyers 
and is ready to be brought before 
Congress. 

In a recent radio broadcast, Dr. 
Martin Luther Thomas of Los Angeles, 
discussed this proposal as follows: 


“Today another danger threatens 
our work, and every movement which 
is sending forth the Gospel Message, 
and that is, the definite plan and drive 
that is now being made by certain 
groups to have Congress close the 
United States mails against all Chris- 
tian, religious papers, periodicals and 
letters. 

“This is the most serious thing that 
we face this hour, and it may be neces- 
sary for the Christians to immediately 
begin the circulation of counter-peti- 
tions in every State to prevent this 
action being taken, and I am taking 
this opportunity just now to ask every 
Christian and every patriot who will 
be willing to circulate a petition in 
your community and church, petition- 
ing Congress not to close the United 
States mails against the New Testa- 
ment and Christian periodicals, to 
write me at once. 


“So far as I know this is the first 
broadcast that has been given in this 
country concerning this great danger 
now facing us as a people. I know and 
you know, of course, who and what is 
back of this, and the mails will be 
closed to all patriotic and Christian 
utterances, unless there is an imme- 
diate rallying upon the part of every 


man and woman to the defense. 


“Refore any of us realize what has 
happened, we may find ourselves with 
our hands literally tied behind us. 


“These are indeed dark days for 
Christian and patriotic people, and I 
am sounding this note of warning, 
wherever my voice reaches this after- 
noon that apart ffom intense activity 
and intense sacrifice and intense and 
prevailing prayer upon the part of 
God’s people, our days of tribulation 
will be upon us in a very short time. 


“The United States mails are still 
open to our letters and the New Testa- 
ment and Christian periodicals, but I 
am frank to say to you that they may 
not be open in the days just ahead, 
unless, definite, specific and quick ac- 
tion is taken by the American people, 
who still believe in freedom of the 
press, freedom of religion, and free- 
dom of speech.” 


Over 70,000 Petitions 


Last month, is was suggested in 
these columns that many other Chris- , 
tians should join Dr. Thomas in send- 
ing petitions to Senators and Congress- 
men, asking them to oppose this meas- 
ure, if and when, it comes before Con- 
gress. 


A blank petition was printed in every 
copy of the February Defender. No 
doubt, thousands of Christians clipped, 
signed, and mailed these appeals to 
Washington officials. 


But what is even more gratifying 
is the fact that requests came to the 
Wichita office during the month, for 
more than 70,000 copies of extra pe- 
titions to be signed and mailed. 


This action, on the part of believers 
thoughout the Country, is a “straw in 
the. wind” showing that Christian 
people are at last getting down to 
business.

boys’ heard of it—and the bill was 
killed.” 


American Jews, who align them- 
selves with the revolutionary leaders 
of their race, are making a serious 
mistake.

tion is being torn by dissension 
over Roosevelt’s proposal to weaken 
and demoralize the United States Sup- 
reme Court. 


Mr. Frank E. Gannett, publisher of 
the Gannett newspapers, says: 


“Our Government is composed of 
three departments, Legislative, Execu- 
tive and Judiciary. These are the 
foundations of our Democracy. As a 
result of the election and the transfer 
of powers by so-called emergency mea- 
sures, the Executive now dominates the 
Legislative Department. The Presi- 
dent now proposes also to dominate the 
Judiciary.

George Washington, Madison, Frank- 
lin, Hamilton, and the other men who 
helped to frame the Constitution, had 
studied the histories of Babylon, Egypt, 
Rome and Greece.

BUT CLOSE FRIEND OF THE 
PRESIDENT. 


“The basic theory was _ essentially 
Rooseveltian. The President himseif 
chose the plan. But Rosenman was in 
almost constant attendance at the 
White House while preparations were 
being made. 


“He was legal counsel for Mr. Roose- 
velt, as governor, at Albany, and en- 
joys the President’s closest confidence.” 


A few days later, on February 18, 
1937, Mr. Mallon told how Roosevelt 
was using all the arts and tricks known 
to New Dealers in trying to create sen- 
timent behind his proposal. We read: 
“The White House is miles ahead of 
the opposition on inside organization. 
Mr. Roosevelt has his whole campaign 
set-up ready to shoot, with the famed 
publicist, Charles Michelson, called 
back from a Florida vacation to sight 
the guns.”

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The Message of Easter

‘HE Easter Season is here a- 
» gain. We have followed our 
Lord through Gethsemane and on 
the cross. Now Calvary is past. 
Death has been conquered. Christ 
is risen! 


We have been reminded of the suf- 
fering, and with our Lord we have 
trodden the winepress of His agony. 
We have seen something of the travail 
of His soul as He hung on the cross 
bearing our sins. But now the day of 
His resurrection has dawned. Easter is 
here. He lives. Hallelujah! 


And the resurrection of Jesus Christ 
is the guarantee of our resurrection. 
We, too, shall live. Hence we do not 
sorrow as those who have no hope. Our 
eyes are upon the resurrection day. We 
shall see Him as He is. 


But, some will ask, with what bodies 
will we appear? That question was 
asked and answered long ago. We 
shall be like Him, we are told. And 
if we discover the kind of a body He 
had we will know something of the 
st that we too shall have on that 

ay. 


A Spiritual Body 


First of all, it is clear from the Word 
of God that our Lord was given a 
spiritual body. Then we, too, will have 
spiritual bodies. And what is a spirit- 
ual body? A body that is not subject 
to natural law. 


After our Lord was raised from the 
dead He could not be kept in or out 
by physical gates and bars. When the 
disciples were gathered together, first 
without Thomas and then with him, 
Jesus suddenly appeared in their midst. 
How He got in, no one knew. But 
there He was. 


And as He ate before them and show- 
ed them His hands and His side, they 
knew that it was Jesus Himself, and 
that in spite of the fact that the doors 
were shut, He came in. 


So will: it be with us. Walls will 
form no barrier. We will be able to

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pass through them as easily as we now 
pass through the air we breathe. Gra- 
vitation will no longer be able to re- 
sist us. Without laboriously climbing 
stairs we will be able to ascend of our 
own free will. The Lord proved this 
as the distance between His feet and 
the ground widened when He ascended 
from the earth. 


Space will mean nothing. We will be 
able to go from place to place unhin- 
dered and unhampered, and at any 
speed we choose. Distance will mean 
nothing. And if we desire to speed from 
planet to planet, it will be easy, for 
we shall have spiritual bodies and a 
— body is not subject to natural 
aw. 


A Powerful Body 


_In the second place, our Lord was 
given a powerful body. And we, too, 
shall have powerful bodies. 


Today we grow tired and weary. 
Oft times we areunableto complete 
our tasks, or to do the work that we 
long to do. We become weary and ex- 
hausted. We have to rest. Sleep is 
necessary. Sometimes a long vacation 
is inevitable, and all because these 
bodies of ours wear out. 


But with our resurrection body we 
shall never know fatigue. Never again 
shall we say, I am tired. All weari- 
ness will be gone. 


Our bodies will never become ex- 
hausted. Sleep will not be necessary. 
Never again will we be compelled to 
stop and rest. With our resurrection 
bodies we will have all the endurance 
necessary for our work. Héw wonder- 
ful it will be never to be weary again. 


An Immortal Body 


Then, too, our Lord had an immortal 
body, a body that could never die. And 
we, too, shall have such a body. 


There can be no death in heaven. The 
Bible tells us that the last enemy that 
shall be destroyed is death. And what 
an ener’ it has been! It takes our 
friends .om us, breaks up our families, 
separates husband and wife, child and 
parent. 


It sends the undertaker to our home 
and provides a casket for our loved 
ones. It brings tears to our eyes and 


leaves us with an ache in our hearts. 
It peoples our cemeteries and spreads 
its blight everywhere. 


Such an enemy is death. But in that 
Day there will be no death. Never a- 
gain shall we have to die. 


There will be no funerals in heaven, 
no crepe on the doors. Cemeteries will 
be unknown. The work of the under- 
taker will be over. Never again will 
there be a separation. Death will be 
no more. 


Immortal bodies cannot die. 


An Incorruptible Body 


But again, our Lord had an incor- 
ruptible body. And our resurrection 
bodies will also be incorruptible. 


Every seven years these bodies of 
ours undergo a complete change. They 
have to be renewed from time to time. 
They are continually corrupting. But 
in the resurrection life corruption will 
be unknown. Our bodies will last for- 
ever. 


There will be no decay, no corrup- 
tion. Corruption belongs to earth. We 
shall have incorruptible bodies. 


A Glorified Body 


Lastly, our Lord was given a glori- 
fied body, a body so glorious that it 
outshone the glory of the sun. And we, 
too, shall have glorified bodies, bodies 
infinitely brighter than the noon-day 
sun. 


We are given a glimpse of such a 
body on the Mount of Transfiguration, 
where, it is said, the very raiment of 
our Lord glistened and shone as He 
was transfigured in the presence of His 
disciples. Thus will we shine in our 
new bodies. 


They that turn many to righteous- 
ness, says the Word, shall shine as the 
stars for ever and ever. The brightest 
sun ever created will appear dim in 
contrast to the brightness of our glo- 
rified bodies. Light unapproachable by 
human beings will be ours. 


So glorious will be our bodies that 
the very angels will look upon us in 
wonder and amazement. 


Like Him 

How beautiful we shall be in that 
day, it is impossible to say. All we 
know is that we are told that we shall 
be like Him. He died when He was about 
thirty-three years of age. Hence He 
will be eternally young. Wrinkles will 
be gone and the beauty of youth, glo- 
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rified by the resurrection, restored. 


We shall be changed, we are told, 
changed into His likeness, and with 
those who have gone before, caught up 
to meet the Lord in the air. And, oh, 
what a change! It is to this we look 
forward as we celebrate another Eas- 
ter. 


And when will it take place? When 
are we to receive our resurrection bod- 
ies? When are all these promises to be 
fulfilled? At the time of the Second 
Coming of our Lord. It will be when 
He returns. No one until then will re- 
ceive his permanent resurrection body. 
But then, both the saints of the 
ages who died in Christ, together 
with the living saints, will come into 
the fullness of their inheritance. 


The trumpet shall sound. The dead 
in Christ will be raised, living believers 
changed, and both caught up to meet 
the Lord in the air. 


Then will come the Bema judgment, 
the day of rewards, the marriage sup- 
per of the Lamb, and after that our 
reign with Christ for a thousand years, 
and then, endless eternity. 


Oh, what a prospect! No wonder we 


glory in Easter. Not only does it re- 
mind us of the resurrection of our 
Lord, but, as already stated, it speaks 
to us of our own resurrection and the 
glories that await. 


Glad Easter Day!

Is America Ripe For A Revival?

“AJO more memorable exhibition of 

God can be found than that pre- 
sented by a revival of religion,” declar- 
es Austin Phelps. “If the secret con- 
nection of revivals with the destiny of 
nations could be disclosed, they would 
appear more critical evolutions of his- 
tory than the Gothic invasions, more 
significant than the decisive battles of 
the world.” 


“If my people which are called by 
my name shall humble themselves and 
pray, and seek my face, and turn from 
their wicked ways; then will I hear 
from heaven, and will forgive their sin 
and will heal their land.” 2 Chron. 7:14. 


A comparative study of the social, 
economic and political conditions in 
America today reveal the fact that 
America is ripe for another great re- 
ligious awakening. The signs of its 
coming may be discerned on every 
hand. 


Men of sober thought are persuaded 
that nothing will solve the grave prob- 
lems that menace our nation except a 
spiritual awakening such as America 
experienced in the great historic re- 
vivals of 1740, 1800 and 1858. 


The awful plague of lawlessness, di- 
vorce, political corruption, mammon- 
madness and pleasure-worship now eat- 
ing like destructive termites at the 
foundations of our economic and social 
structures will vanish as darkness be- 
fore light with the coming of a na- 
tional revival of faith in the God of 
our fathers. 


A thoughtful study of the effects of 
religious awakenings on our national 
history should make prayerful men and 
women, at this crisis-time, feel serious- 
ly the grave responsibility of praying 
frequently and working effectively for 


a heaven-sent, Spirit-given revival of 
Christian faith to restore multitudes in 
backslidden churches and save our ci- 
vilization. 


First Revival 
Writing of the conditions prevalent 
in the Thirteen Colonies in the early 
part of the 18th Century one historian 
says: “Intemperance, profanity, licen- 
tiousness and every form of vice pre- 
vailed as never before in their history.” 


Moral restraints were cast off and 
the existing social order was so de- 
plorable that the colonial defense a- 
gainst the tyranny of George III was 


rendered negligible. 


It was a crisis-time in colonial his- 
tory. Yet it is a matter of record that 
the Colonies met the crisis successfully 
through the magnanimous influences of 
a religious revival. 


Under the earnest and _ eloquent 
preaching of Jonathan Edwards and 
others, revivals began to break out all 
over New England. Augmenting the 
revival ministry of Jonathan Edwards 
was that of George Whitfield who tra- 
veled from Maine to Georgia on horse- 
back, everywhere turning men to God 
through his mighty pleadings. New 
York, Philadelphia, Boston, Savannah 
turned to God under the persuasive 
preaching of this young Englishman. 


Benjamin Franklin writing of the re- 
sults in his Journal says: “From being 
thoughtless and indifferent about re- 
ligion it seemed as ifs all the world 
were growing religious so that one 
would not walk through Philadelphia 
without hearing Psalms sung by differ- 
ent families in every street.” 


Second Revival 


The year 1800 was another critical 
year in American history. The popu- 
lation had now reached the mark of five 
million people and the national boun- 
daries had extended toward the Mis- 
sissippi. But in her zeal for expan- 
sion, the nation had become irreligious 
and “impiety, contempt for law, prof- 
ligacy in public morals, profanity and 
lawlessness” increased and abounded. 


.The territory lying beyond and 
reaching into Ohio and Kentucky was 
described as follows: “Immunity from 
law courts had attracted the most vile 
and abandoned criminals and deterred 
virtuous people from making settle- 
ments. Murderers, horse-thieves, high- 
way robbers, counterfeiters and whis- 
key makers fought decency with guns, 
clubs and knives.” 

Tom Paine and Voltaire largely in- 
fluenced the ethical and philosophical 
thought of the day. American colleges 
teemed with French skepticism. Lead-

ing the liberals in a spiritual revolt was 
Thomas Jefferson, while Aaron Burr 
sought to split the nation asunder with 
his treasonable activities. 


Economically, politically, and socially, 
America faced another crisis. And the 
second time in its brief history the for- 
ces that saved the Country were those 
generated by the religious awakening 
beginning in the early part of the 19th 
Century. 


This old-fashioned revival began in 
Kentucky and spread through seventeen 
states. Historians writing of those 
“camp meeting days” declare: “Neigh- 
borhoods noted for vicious and prof- 
ligate life are as much noted now for 
piety and good order.” 


The transformations resulting from 
this spiritual awakening directly open- 
ed the way for winning the West and 
annexing it to the United States. 


Third Revival 


With the discovery of gold in Califor- 
nia, and the extension of the national 
boundaries in the bold acquisition of 
Mexican states, and the ensuing pros- 
perity of rich harvests, railway and 
steamship developments, America once 
more turned from God to the worship 
of mammon. 


In 1858 she found herself in the midst 
of a terrible panic, unemployment, want 
and despair. To add to the grim ter- 
ror of those days were the ominous 
rumblings of the coming Civil War, 
national disruption and fearful strife. 


The national peril was great. Again, 
and for the third time, God turned His 
hand upon America and saved her from 
ruin. 

Beginning in a business man’s noon- 
day prayer meeting a revival burst into 
flame which rapidly spread North and 
South. The cry: “What must I do to 


be saved,” pierced the air. Thousands 
turned to God. 
The revival continued unabated 


throughout the conflict of the North 
and South and was, under God, the 
means of reconciling the warring inter- 
ests in the Civil conflict. “Never in 
the history of mankind,” comments one 
historian, “was a Civil War followed 
so quickly by a reconciliation so gen- 
uine and so perfect.” 


The Next Revival 


Today America is facing a crisis. It 
is the supreme crisis of her history. 
The moral and economic collapse is 
more than a trade panic. It is a break- 
down of modern civilization consequent 
upon its failure in meeting the higher, 
spiritual needs of the race. 


Only one thing can save America. 
And that is to get back to her spiritual 
under-girdings, and return to the faith 
of the fathers. Only a visitation from 
on high will turn the tide, and save 
the day. 


The responsibility of securing this 
spiritual revival rests entirely with 
praying men and women. Prayer- 
groups and companies, whole Churches 
and assemblies should be organized to 
intercede for a national revival. 
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Dear Brother Johnson: I have never ap- 
pealed so persuasively as I am doing now 
due to the awful situation in which we are 
living.

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In the early years of the present 
Century Wales faced a crisis. This 
crisis was met by organizing THREE 
HUNDRED EXTRA PRAYER- 
GROUPS to pray down a heavenly vi- 
sitation upon the land. All Wales be- 
came as one great prayer meeting. 
What was the result of this organized 
banding together to seek the face of 
God for an imperiled nation? Within 
a short time revival fires began to 
sweep Wales and in two months over 
seventy thousand turned to the Lord. 


Revival follows prayer. There is 
no revival where there is no prayer. 
What America needs today more 
than able statesmen, more than 
political elections, is men and women 
to get desperately determined and 
in earnest to have God work in re- 
vival power and to take hold of Him 
in an agony of importune prayer. 


The responsibility of calling America 
to prayer and of taking hold of God, 
of getting down on our faces before 
Him and staying there until He again 
visits us from on high, and once more 
diverts a crisis in our national history, 
is your responsibility and mine. Our one 
solemn concern in these days of waning 
national allegiance and_ threatened 
bloody revolutions should be to give 
ourselves to faithful, constant, prevail- 
ing prayer for America. 


Let the people of God everywhere in 
America recognize the tremendous 
power of prayer and mobilize and or- 
ganize their forces at this strategical 
point, and our Country will be swept 
out of the present crisis and into a 
great religious revival.

Religious Persecution Continues In Russia

ANY Christian people in Am- 
erica and other countries be- 
lieve that the destructive under- 
taking of the Atheistic Govern- 
ment of Soviet Russia against re- 
ligion and believers is over. 


They believe these things because 
some one who plays the tune of 
Soviet propaganda has sung in their 
ears such a_ song. The govern- 
ment of Russia has many educated 
and capable agitators in America, and 
throughout the world, to present before 
the public THIS LIE in a most ex- 
citing and convincing manner. 


One of these agitators, by the name 
of Kossaroff, was recently sent by 
Moscow to the International Youth 
Peace Congress which was held in 
Geneva, Switzerland. When the oppor- 
tunity was given him to speak, he 
made the following statement: “The 
Communists pay respect to the reli- 
gious sentiments and faith of the peo- 
ple. We Communists are public oppo- 
nents of every sort of limitation, op- 
pression and persecution of any creed. 
I am able to show you from examples 
of my country and the life of my people 
what the actual relation of Commu- 
nists to Religion is, and have a mar- 
vellous opportunity of so doing. In 
cur country there exists complete 
freedom of creed and complete free- 
dom of conscience.” 


Those who were not acquainted with 
the religious situation in Russia took 
Kossaroff’s speech for granted, and 
returning to their countries and homes 
began unconsciously to spread the 
false news among their relatives and 
friends. 


The agitator can not say anything 
else. He is appointed and highly paid 
by the Government to blind the eyes 
of foreigners and if he does not justify 
his commission, he is discharged and 
branded a traitor to the Atheistic gov- 
ernment, and would probably be forced 
to join the company of those sixteen 


-who were recently executed, accused of 


conspiracy against Comrade Stalin. 


In his speech Kossaroff said that 
he was able to show the relation of 
Communists to Religion, but he did 
not do so.

To show you, dear friends, the ac- 
tual relation of Communists to Reli- 
gion, I will point out a few examples: 
In Moscow forty foreigners were re- 
cently arrested by the G. P. U. They 
were accused of inviting Soviet citi- 
zens to attend the churches which 
were still open. Several days after 
the arrest of the foreigners, the Gov- 
ernment began to tear down the 
Strastney Cloister in Moscow, which 
was one of the most valuable monu- 
ments of the old art. 


In Odessa three Catholic Churches 
which were opened in 1935 while I 
was there are now closed. 


In the City of Blagoveschensk many 
churches have been razed to the 
ground. One church which was origin- 
ally spared, has recently been closed 
and converted into a hay barn. The 
crosses were taken down from cupolas, 
the altar, and the main doors leading 
into this sanctuary were burned. 


Christian believers are still being 
banished, suffering forfeiture of their 
possessions, and undergoing terrible 
torture. 

Here is an excerpt from a letter re- 
cently received: “My dear Brother: 
My husband was a worker as you are 
in the Lord’s vineyard but now.... 
Eight months ago he was taken away 


from us not according to our own 
will, but according to the will of some 
one else. If the Lord tarry we might 
see him again after five years. My 
financial conditions are very difficult; 
I am left with two small children, ages 
two and seven and with a sixty year 
old mother to care for without any 
means. Our life is a struggle with 
death. Dear Brother, if in your heart 
the flame of Christ’s love is burning 
for other brethren and sisters in Rus- 
sia, please do not despise my humble 
petition to help me in my need. My 
children and myself are thanking you 
beforehand for your kind help. Your 
sister in the Lord. V. S.” 


This letter discloses to our eyes the 
actual relation of Communists to Re- 
ligion. This is quite different from 
the propaganda of Kossaroff. The 
father of this Christian family was 
recently exiled because he was a wit- 
ness for the Lord, and his family. is 
left to struggle with death because 
they are Christians! 


The Concentration camps in Siberia 
are filled to capacity with Religious 
people. In spite of Russia’s new pre- 
tended Constitution, granting religious 
liberty to each individual, none of 
these camps have been discontinued, 
but I know positively, that new ones 
are being built. 


The living conditions in these 
camps are indescribable. Each in- 
dividual has a definite amount of 
work for every day. If he or she

does the work assigned for the day 
they have a right to receive a pound 
and three-fourths of bread and a 
small amount of soup. If the assign- 
ed work is not accomplished then 
the ration is reduced to one-fourth 
of a pound of bread and no soup. 


The living quarters in many of these 
places are built in the form of barns 
—large, dreary and cold. In some of 
them the guards place as many as 
250 to 350 persons under a single 
roof. The heating system amounts to 
almost nothing. 


They put one, rarely two, small 
heaters in these large barns. The 
heaters bring very little relief from 
the cold in such a severe climate as 
Siberia with 70 to 90 degrees below 
zero. The sole purpose of these camps 
is to get rid of the religious elements 
in Russia which Communism finds it 
impossible to assimilate. 


Unbelievable Tortures 


A friend of mine, who was exiled 
for five years, told me the following 
story from his own experience: “ 
was arrested and exiled to Siberia be- 
cause I was a preacher. In Siberia I 
worked in a coal mine, 300 feet under 
ground and ccnstantly under guard. 
The climate in Siberia in the winter 
is extremely severe. Going back and 
forth to work from our living quar- 
ters we had to cover our heads with 
rags, as it is impossible to have our 
faces exposed to the burning frost 
and the air could not be inhaled with- 
out protection. 


“The only thing we did not cover 
was our eyes as we had to see the 
way before us. In the mines it was 
warm and, in trying to accomplish the 
work assigned for the day, we were 
always wet with perspiration. On the 
way back to the living quarters, being 
wet with sweat, we wanted to hasten 
our steps in order to avoid contracting 
cold, but the guards would not let us 
do that. 


..“The guards had orders from higher 
officials to keep our pace slow and 
there was a purpose in it.

Introduction 


Martin Luther was right when he 
said, “There is only one Book—the 
Bible, and one Person—the Lord Je- 
sus Christ.” 


The Bible is the greatest Book be- 
cause it deals with the greatest Person. 
These two are so closely linked that 
they stand or fall together. The Bible 
bears testimony to Christ and Christ 
bears witness to the Bible. 


All Divine truth centers in Christ. 
He is the center and the circumference 
of the Written Word. It is true as 
someone has said: 


Christ is the end, for Christ was the 
beginning. Christ the beginning, for 
the end ts Christ. 


Christ is revealed to us in type and 
in prophecy. On every page we see 
Him in word pictures which portray 
Him. He stands highest in honor, 
towering far above all human inven- 
tions. Scripture gives us three por- 
traits of this matchless Person in His 
divine office work. 


He is presented to us as Prophet, 
Priest, and King. As Prophet, He died 
for our sins on the Cross; as Priest, 
He sitteth at the Father’s right hand, 
interceding for His own; and as King, 
He soon shall appear to rule and reign 
in righteousness. 


This threefiold office work of Christ 
has its own peculiar application to the 
child of God. In regard to His death, 
we can say with Paul, “Being justified 
freely by his grace, we have peace with 
God through our Lord Jesus Christ.” 


Because He is our High Priest, “He 
is able to save them to the uttermost 
that come unto God by him, seeing he 
ever liveth to make intercession for 
them.” 


And because He shail return as the 
King of kings, “‘we look for the Lord 
Jesus Christ; who shall change our vile 
body, that it may be fashioned like un- 
tc his glorious body, according to the 
working whereby he is able even to 
subdue all things unto himself.” 


Thus we see the Bible deals with 
great facts concerning the Person of 
our Lord Jesus Christ. The Return of 
Christ is an established fact. It is 
clearly presented in the Word as being 
personal and premillennial in its re- 
lation to the Church, the Body of

Christ, (I Cor. 15:51, 52; I Thess. 
4:15-17). To believers it should be an 
incentive to a holy life and in inspira- 
tion to sacrificial service. 


It is well to ask ourselves, “What 
does the Return of Christ really mean 
to me?” 


I am of the opinion that it will have 
a marked effect upon our Christian 
life when received and appropriated. 
In its outworking this glorious truth 
will influence every department of 
Christian living. In our study we shall 
touch upon three practical applications 
of this truth, relative to Christian liv- 
ing. 


I. It Is An Incentive to Live for Christ 


Robert Speer once said, “Christ died 
my death for me that I might live His 
life for Him.” 


Paul, the faithful soldier of the Cross 
sums up the Christian life in this man- 
ner, “I live, yet not I, but Christ liv- 
eth in me.” Letting Christ live his life 
in and through us is living the true 
Christian life. 


The place of pre-eminence is given 
to the Pre-eminent One. Then, and 
not until then, will our life take its 
proper place and attitude toward our 
fellowmen and God. Paul deals with 
this aspect of the Christian life in Ti- 
tus 2:11-13. The boundaries of the new 
life in Christ is Grace (verse 11) and 
Glory (verse 13). 


Grace points back to what God has 
done for us and Glory to what he yet 
will do for those who belong to Him. 
These two, grace and glory, touch our 
present life influencing both character 
and conduct. Thus we are admonished 
to live “soberly, righteously, and godly 
in this present world.” 


1. In Relation to Self — “live soberly.” 


We live in an intemperate age. The 
world with its manifold temptations 
appeals to the flesh. Practically every- 
thing it has to offer borders on the 
plane of sensuality and indecency. 


Sin is mocked and laughed at in a 
carefree manner. Lust and lawlessness 
characterize the present order of 
things. 


Living in this present world with all 
its unholy influences, the child of God 
should remember that he is not of this 
beer His life is “hid with Christ in 


Negatively, we should resist the al- 
luring offers of Satan and all his co- 
horts and positively, “set our affec- 
tions on things above.” The secret to a 
sober, temperate life in a sinful, sen- 
sual age, is the apprehension and ap- 
propriation of this truth, “CHRIST 
LIVETH IN ME.” 


2. In Relation to Others — “live 
righteously” 


The word, “righteously” speaks par- 
ticularly of one’s relation with his fel-

low men and with God. Righteous 
deeds should characterize the Chris- 
tian’s life in its relation to his fellow 
men. 


Greed and gain belong to another 
class. The glitter of gold and the in- 
ordinate ambition of men to accumu- 
late the same is the root of much sin 
and shame prevalent today. 


Nothing so stabilizes the Christian's 
life in its relationship to others as does 
the influence of the Lord’s Return. 
When this truth dominates the heart, 
then the life is lifted above these rudi- 
ments. 


Beloved, listen to the admonition of 
the Apostle John: “Little children, let 
no man deceive you, he that doeth 
righteousness is righteous, even as he 
is righteous.” 


3. In Relation to God — “live godly” 


The motto of the great Apostle to 
the Gentiles might be summed up in 
these words, “For me to live is Christ.” 
Our position in Christ should determine 
our disposition toward Him. As mem- 
bers of His Body, we should live wor- 
thy of our high calling. 


The story is told of a father, who 
was about to go on a journey. Be- 
fore leaving, he told his children 
that he hoped to return on a certain 
train at a certain time. When the 
day came, the mother washed and 
dressed the children and they went 
to meet their father, but he did not 
come on that train. 


The next day they went again and 
continued doing so each day until 
he arrived. One good effect of the 
uncertain arrival of the father was, 
as the mother afterwards said, it 
kept the children clean. 

Is this our attitude toward the One 
whom we are expecting to come at any 
time? 
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Again, the Pre-millennial Return of 
Christ, is 


II. An Inducement to Give to the Cause 
of Christ 


Under this heading we wish to speak 
about the Christian’s obligations in 
respect to his money. 


Though a rather delicate subject, yet 
it has an important place in the Chris- 
tian’s life. Practical Christianity does 
ooh overlook our obligations along this 
ine. 


The long economic depression left a 
marked effect upon Christian giving. 
The Lord’s people have suffered much 
and consequently are not in the same 
position in respect to giving as they 
were years ago. 


Money is more difficult to acquire 
and easier to spend today than in for- 
mer years. However, in spite of the 
prevailing conditions, adverse as they 
are, the principle of giving has not 
changed. What if God’s people can’t 
give as much as they could ten years 
ago. That is not the issue or the ques- 
tion at stake. Rather, do we give what 
we can and is the Lord getting his due 
amount? 


Looking at this truth in the light of 
the near Return of Christ we are sure 
that those who truly love Him and 
“look for His appearing” will— 


1. Give Willingly 


We have, in the history of Israel, a 
beautiful example of willingness in 
giving for the work of the Lord. 


In the building of the Tabernacle the 
Israelites were admonished by Moses 
to bring an offering unto the Lord. 
The command was as follows, “Take 
ye from among you an offering unto 
the Lord: whosoever is of a willing 
heart, let him bring it, an offering of 
the Lord; gold, and silver, and brass.” 
Ex. 35:5. 


The command had no svoner gone 
forth than we read in verse 21—“and 
they came, every one whose heart stir- 
red him up, and every one whom his 
spirit made willing and they brought 
the Lord’s offering to the work of the 
tabernacle . .. .”. What a beautiful 
example. May the hearts of the children 
of God be stirred by the Holy Spirit to 
give to His work. 


The day is far spent and the glorious 
dawn of our departure to be with the 
Lord is at hand. Therefore let us give 
today and give willingly. 
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2. Give Liberally 


Willingness and liberality are closely 
associated in Christian giving. The one 
is usually dependent upon the other. 
Liberality is the normal result of will- 
ingness. 

Paul sets forth the liberality of the 
Macedonian saints as he writes to the 
Corinthian Christians. (II Cor. 9:6-15.) 
He takes an illustration from the 
physical realm in verse six reminding 
them of a great truth which is well 
known, namely, “that if we sow spar- 
ingly we shal] reap sparingly and if we 
sow bountifully we shall reap bounti- 
fully.” 

Many a farmer has poor crops be- 
cause he sows sparingly, and many a 
child of God is barren spiritually be- 
cause of outward illiberality. The Scrip- 
ture saith, “God loveth a cheerful 
giver,” but few people believe it. 


3. Give Systematically 

Concerning the collection, Paul wrote, 
“Upon the first day of the week let 
every one of you lay by him in store, 
as God hath prospered him.” This we 
believe to be the Scriptural method of 
giving for our day. 

The Lord’s people are to give weekly 
in order that their giving may not be 
done weakly. 


There is a real blessing in systematic 
giving when it comes to the Lord’s 
work. We accept the value of having 
a system in other departments of life; 
why not in the matter of recognizing 
our obligations to God? 


From the life of John Wesley we get 
an illustration and lesson that seems 
to cover the three aspects mentioned 
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relative to Christian giving. 


When he earned thirty pounds a year 
he gave two pounds to the Lord and 
lived on the remaining twenty-eight 
pounds. The next year his salary was 
doubled and he received sixty pounds. 
Wesley said, “I lived comfortably on 
twenty-eight pounds last year and I 
can do the same this year. Consequent- 
ly the Lord got thirty-two pounds.” 


God blessed the life and earnings of 
Wesley in a most remarkable manner 
and during the following year his salary 
was again doubled. Now he received a 
hundred and twenty pounds as his an- 
nual income. In spite of the increase 
he continued to live on twenty-eight 
pounds giving to the Lord ninety-two 
pounds. 


Truly we can say that John Wesley 
gave willingly, liberally, and system- 
atically. Do you wonder why God was 
pleased to honor his life and ministry? 


In the third place the Pre-millennial 
Return of Christ, 


‘III. Is An Inspiration to Serve Christ 


Another phase of the Christian’s life 
is found in that word, “Serve.” 


The Christian is “saved to serve”. 
When the hope and joy of meeting our 
returning Lord burns within our souls, 
our service will be energetic and en- 
thusiastic. You always find, in Church 
history, that when the Church lost 
sight of this truth, its service for 
Christ became cold and lifeless. The 
zeal and passion for lost souls was 
gone; Gospel imperatives were laid 
aside; and non essentials were magni- 
fied. A Gospel of pure grace had to 
give way to a social and reform pro- 
gram. Sad to say the Christian Church, 
to a large extent, is suffering from 
this very thing today. 


It was the glorious message of the 
Lord’s Return, burning in the soul of 
D. L. Moody, that awakened dead 
churches and brought sinners to the 
Cross. Our service for Christ should 
be as follows: 


1. Serve as Servants 


“T serve” was the motto of a certain 
Prince. It is short, but expressive. The 
late Dr. W. H. Griffeth Thomas says 
regarding this: “At first sight it may 
seem peculiar that ‘I serve’ should be 
the motto of a prince, but a prince is 
never more really a prince than when 
he is giving himself in the service of 
others. The true prince is a servant. 
The true servant is a prince.” 


Our Lord, the Prince of Glory, laid 
aside His heavenly robe in order to be- 
come the Servant of God. Yes, my 
friends, He, the Prince of Life, “took a 
towel, and girded himself and began 
to wash his disciples feet.” 


Humility was the marked character- 
istic of His ministry. As saints we are 
called upon to serve. A saint is never 
more really a saint than when he is 
giving himself in the service for others. 


2. Serve as Debtors 


Paul said, “I am debtor both to the 
Greeks and to the Barbarians; both 
to the wise and to the unwise”. 

To him all men were his claimants, 
his creditors; he owed them the Gospel 
which had been trusted to him for 


them. The servants of Christ must take 
a similar attitude to those without 
Christ. 


Bishop Moule says, “The Christian 
man, and the Christian Church, de- 
livered from the world, is yet its deb- 
tor. Woe is to him, to it, if that debt 
is not paid, if that Gospel is hidden in 
a napkin.” 


My friend, “How much owest thou 
the Lord?” Are there those yet outside 
the fold in your debt column? Is there 
a responsibility and an obligation in 
giving the Gospel to the lost in your 
service for Christ? 

Let us ever remember that we owe 
every man and woman of our genera- 
tion a chance to hear the glorious 
Gospel of God’s saving grace. 


3. Serve as Ambassadors 


As Ambassadors for Christ we are 
sent to do Christ’s business; but are to 
proclaim the glorious message of re- 
conciliation through Christ. 


Christian friends, let us remember 
our high calling as Ambassadors. We 
must give to the world the message of 
our Risen Lord, Who soon shall return 
for His own. 


There is no time to lose for the day 
of grace is fast drawing to its close 
and the “Man of Sin” (Antichrist) with 
his godless program, is about to be 
ushered in. 

May the Hope of the Lord’s Return 
inspire us to greater service for Christ. 








The Apostles 


and the Jews

“POR there is no respect of per- 
sons with God.” Rom. 2:11. 


The Gospels tell us that “salvation is 
of the Jews.” John 4:22. And con- 
cerning this Paul says, “who are Is- 
raelites ... of whom as concerning the 
flesh Christ came ...” Romans 9:4-5. 


But the fact remains that salvation 
does not emanate from UNBELIEV- 
ING JEWS, because it is written, that 
“they which are the children of the 
flesh are not the children of God, but. 
the children of the promise are count- 
ed for the seed.” Romans 9:7, 8. 


Also, “He is not a Jew which is one 
outwardly ... but he is a Jew which is 
one inwardly.” Romans 2:28, 29. 


The Jews as a nation always opposed 
God’s ministry, killed all the  pro- 
phets, and carried their rebellion to the 
very last in killing God’s only begotten 
Son. “Ye do always resist the Holy 
Ghost: as your fathers did so do ye.” 
Acts 7:51. “He came unto his own, and 
his own received him not.” John 1:11. 


The common people heard Jesus glad- 
ly. The last time He entered Jeru- 
salem, they welcomed Him in great 
throngs and sang with loud hosannas. 
Their leaders, however, resented this 
keenly and immediately set into mo- 
tion all the power at their command 
to convert them to their unholy pur- 
pose of putting Jesus to death. 


The Jewish leaders, the Chief Priests, 
Scribes and Pharisees even forced the 
hand of Pilate, their civil overlord, so 
that he gave orders to his soldiers to 
crucify “Jesus of Nazareth, the King 
of the Jews”. 

This is an example of Jew strategy, 
forcing the hands of Gentiles against 
those they hate. 


The witness of the Gospels and the 
rest of the New Testament is to the 
fact that the Jewish leaders brought 
about the death of the Savior. For it 
is written, “The chief priests and the 
scribes, and the elders of the people. . 
. . consulted that they might take Je- 
>a subtlety and kill him.” Matt. 


Also, Jesus said, “ye seek to kill me, 
because my word has no place in you”. 








John 8:37. And, “Ye killed the Prince 
of Life, whom God hath raised from 
the dead ....” Acts 3:15. 


Christ-Hating Jews and Gentiles 


Opposition and dislike of the Son of 
God continued among the Jews even 
after they disposed of Him on _ the 
cross. The Apostles record this fact. 
The Jews hindered Paul in his work 
with all their might, and persecuted 
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so fiercely and persistently that he quit 
his ministry to them and engaged his 
evangelistic efforts among the Gen- 
tiles instead. 


The following Scriptures prove this: 
“And after that many days were ful- 
filled, the Jews took counsel to kill 
him. They watched the gate day and 
night to kill him.” Acts 9:23, 24. “But 
the Jews .... raised persecution a- 
gainst Paul and Barnabas, and expelled 
them out of their coasts.” Acts 18:50. 
“But the unbelieving Jews stirred up 
the Gentiles, and made their minds 
evil affected against the brethren.” 
Acts 14:2. “But the Jews which be- 
lieved not, moved with envy, took unto 
them certain lewd fellows . .. and set 
all the city in an uproar, and assault- 
ed the house of Jason, and sought to 
bring Paul out to the people (to molest 
him).” Acts 17:5. 


“The Jews made insurrection with 
one accord against Paul, and brought 
him to the judgment seat.” Acts 18:12. 
“This man was taken (Paul) of the 
Jews, and should have been killed of 
them: then came I with an army (470 
men), and rescued him...” Acts 
23:27. 


“T am accused of the Jews (before 
Agrippa).” Acts 26:7. “Of the Jews 
five times received I forty stripes save 
one.” 2 Cor. 11:24. 


It was the Jews, as it is noted in the 
above record, who stirred up Gentiles 
against that great messenger of the 
Gospel, Paul. Envy and hatred were 
controlling spirits that impelled them 
to persecute Paul, even as these same 
twin demons moved them against Jesus 
the Messiah. That same spirit is mani- 
fest today. e 


It is not altogether uncommon for 
similar minded Jews today to stir up 
Gentiles, yea, professing Gentile Chris- 
tians, against converted Jews. 


Converted Jews of the present gen- 
eration have sometimes suffered perse- 
cution from such combinations. Sub- 
tle attacks are made against the true 
Church also, through these unholy al- 
liances. 


Jewish leaders of various hues and 
colors are operating on a world wide 
scale today, in manifold directions, but 
not under the sign of the Cross. They 
are of the world, and the Kingdom of 
Christ is suffering at their hands in 
these days even as it suffered in the 
days of His flesh, and as the Apostles 
suffered in the early days of the 
Church. 


Careful students of the Bible and 
current history are aware of these 
facts. 


The Apostle Paul calls pointed at- 
tention to another phase of Jewish 
disturbance in Church matters. He 
found it necessary to warn against a 
certain class of Jews who were poison- 
ing the Church with false teaching. 


Concerning this he said, “For there 
are many unruly and vain talkers and 
deceivers, especially they of the circum- 
cision, whose mouths must be stopped, 
who subvert whole houses, teaching 
things which they ought not, for filthy 
lucre’s sake.” Titus 1:10-11. 


‘After all, it is not a matter of race 


only. The real issue is between Christ 
and anti-Christ. 


Animosity toward Christ is shown 
among Greeks and Jews as recorded 
in 1 Thessalonians 2:14, 15, 16, “For 
ye brethren (Greeks) have suffered 
LIKE THINGS of your own Country- 
men, even as they have of the Jews: 
who (the Jews) both killed the Lord 
Jesus, and their own prophets, and 
have persecuted us; and they please 
not God, and are contrary to all men: 
forbidding us to speak to the Gentiles 
that they might be saved, to fill up 
their sins alway: for the wrath is come 
upon them to the uttermost.” 


Just as condemnation falls on unbe- 
lievers whether Jew or Greek, in like 
manner grace blesses the ones who 
yield, whether Jew or Greek. “For 
there is no difference between the Jew 
and Greek, for the same Lord over all 
is such unto all that call upon Him. 
For whosoever shall call upon the name 
of the Lord shall be saved.” Romans 
10:12. 


And, “Tribulation and anguish, upon 
every soul of man that doeth evil, of 
the Jew first, and also of the Gentile. 
But glory, honor, and peace, to every 
man that worketh good, to the Jew 
first, and also to the Gentile: for there 
is no respect of persons with God.” 
Romans 2:9-11. 


Who Are The “Chosen”? 


And what about the half-baked con- 
ception so many have concerning un- 
converted, anti-Christ natural Jews? 
I refer to that expression, “The Cho- 
sen People.” 


Judas, was “a chosen one”, being one 
of the twelve Apostles. Although Judas 
was “chosen”, he turned out to be the 
Betrayer, and sold his Master to the 
Jewish conspirators for thirty pieces of 


silver. Jesus prophesied concerning 
him, “I have chosen you, and one of you 
is & devil”. John 6:71. 

The Apostle Peter helps to clarify 
this subject. He declares that the BE- 
LIEVERS are the CHOSEN people of 
the genuine stripe, for he writes, “Unto 
you therefore which believe, he is pre- 
cious ... Ye are a CHOSEN genera- 
tion, a royal priesthood, an holy nation, 
a peculiar people; that ye should show 
forth the praises of him who hath call- 
ed you out of darkness into his marvel- 
lous light”. 1 Peter 2:7-9. 

So, it is of no profit to the natural 
Jew to depend on his natural connec- 
tions for divine approval. His circum- 
cision in the flesh is vain so far as this 
is concerned. For circumcision must be 
of the heart. In this only is divine 
benediction found. “For he is not a 
Jew which is one outwardly, neither is 
that circumcision, which is outward in 
the flesh. But he is a Jew which is 
ene inwardly, and circumcision is that 
of the heart, in the spirit, and not in 
the letter; whose praise is not of men, 
but of God”. Romans 2:28, 29. We “are 
the children of Abraham by faith in 
Jesus Christ ... and thereby heirs ac- 
cording to the promise.” 2:28, 29. 

The Converted Jew therefore be- 
longs to THE ELECT, the CHOSEN, 
together with those of other people, 
regardless of nationality, who are 
truly THE REGENERATED. His 
citizenship, together with them; is 
in heaven; Christ Jesus is his Head; 
the Kingdom of God is his interest, 
the resurrection his hope; the true 
saints are his brethren, and _ the 
household of faith is his home. 


“If we walk in the light as He is 
in the light, we have FELLOWSHIP 
one with another, and the blood of Je- 
sus Christ, God’s Son, cleanseth us from 
all sin.”

Human Beings 
An Address For High School Students

M* subject is Human Beings. 


We are all human beings and 
should be deeply interested in knowing 
about ourselves. 


My purpose is to tell you some things 
the Bible tells us about human beings 
and some things science tells us! 


All that the Bible teaches us about 
human beings is true. Some things that 
science teaches us about human beings 
are true and some are false. 


The Bible says that human beings 
possess a threefold nature—spirit, soul 
and body. It puts them in that order, 
because the spirit is the most important 


part of a human being. 


God is a Spirit, and since we are 
created in the image of God we too are 
spirit. But we are living for the time 
being in material bodies. The Bible 
calls them “natural bodies.” 


It is through our natural bodies that 
we have world-consciousness. Our 
natural bodies have five senses, by 
means of which we see, hear, taste, feel 
and smell. Through these senses we are 
conscious of the world about us. 


It is through our souls that we have 
self-consciousness, so we can say “I”, 
“You”. Thus we have personality. 


It is through our spirits that we 
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have God-consciousness. You might try 
to teach the highest type of anthropoid 
ape about God but you could not do it. 
He is not a spirit, and hence has no 
God-consciousness. 


But missionaries have taken very low 
types of human beings and have suc- 
ceeded in teaching them the highest 
conception of God. 


THUS THERE IS A GREAT GULF 
FIXED BETWEEN THE HIGHEST 
TYPE OF ANIMAL AND THE LOW- 
EST TYPE OF MAN. NO ONE HAS 
EVER BEEN ABLE TO BRIDGE 
THAT GULF. 


So, my young friends, you are not 
animals, though you are living in 
animal bodies for the time being! 


For this reason, the Minister at a 
burial service says of the body: “Earth 
to earth, ashes to ashes, dust to dust”. 


In the National Museum at Wash- 
ington, I once saw the elements of a 
human body arranged in small jars 
of varying size. The largest vial of 
‘course contained water, as the human 
body is mostly water. 


Some one has said that a human 
body is worth less than a dollar 
chemically considered. 


Biologically considered, a human 
body is priceless, so long as it functions 
in life. Biologically considered, it is 
made up of billions of highly organized 
living cells. God made it that way 
because man was to be put through a 
testing period while living in a human 
body. ; 

Now I must take you back to Genesis, 
the book of beginnings (the word 
“Genesis” means “beginning”) and 
emphasize some things that the Bible 
teaches us about man. 


We learn that man’s physical body 
was made by God of the dust of the 
ground. That is, He made him from the 
same chemical constituents of which 
the earth is made. Genesis says: “And 
the Lord God formed man of the dust 
of the ground”—made his body out of 
the ground. No one will dispute that 
fact for the reason that the body goes 
back to dust when the spirit leaves it. 


In was natural that God should make 
man’s body somewhat like the bodies 
of lower animals, since both were to 
live in the same kind of a world. But 
the fact that the anatomy of lower 
animals is a good deal like the anatomy 
of human beings offers no proof what- 
ever that man’s body evolved from the 
bodies of lower animals. 


The Bible teaches us that many 
original species were created in the 
beginning. They did not come into ex- 
istence by evolution, through “natural 
selection” and the “survival of the fit- 
test’”’. 


In the first chapter of Genesis the 
expression “after his kind” is repeated 
again and again. This means just what 
scientists mean when they use the term 
“species”. It means that God made dif- 
ferent kinds of vegetable and animal 
life from the start. 


These different forms of life have 
gone through great changes since crea- 
tion, due to environment, food, climate, 
etc., but species were created in the 
beginning. 


Remember that God made man’s 


body. He did not create it. The Hebrew 
word for “create” is “bara”. It means 
to produce something from nothing. 


Now God having made man’s body 
out of the elements of the earth, then 
created man’s spirit in God’s own im- 
age. And He put the spirit-being He 
had created in the body He had made. 
Then the union of the spirit and body 
formed the soul. And man was com- 
plete in his threefold nature—spirit, 
soul and body. 

The Holy Spirit through Paul, in 
the very first epistle to the Thessalon- 
ians, makes this prayer for the saints 
at Thessalonica: “I pray God your 
whole spirit, soul and body, pre- 
served blameless unto the coming of 
our Lord Jesus Christ”. 


In conclusion let us gather a few 
practical lessons for these truths: 


God made the bodies of our first 
parents perfect. But He warned them 
that if they sinned, death would enter 
their bodies. “Dying thou shalt die”, is 
the Hebrew expression. 


And so it was! Death entered the 
body and the cells of which it is made 
began at once to die. But God put blood 
in the body to produce new cells in all 
its parts, to replace those which sin 
caused to die. 


Genesis tells us that “the life is in 


the blood”. Sir William Harvey dis- 
covered the fact of the circulation of 
the blood in the seventeenth century, 
but Genesis declared the same truth 
more than thirty-five hundred years 
ago. 


Man’s spirit also became “dead in 
trespasses and sins” through the Fall 
of Man. He can only be made alive 
through Christ. “He that hath the Son 
hath life”. 


Now do you not think that you ought 
to take care of your bodies which are 
so wonderfully made? 


In the case of Christians, there is an 
additional reason why they should take 
care of their bodies, for they are in- 
dwelt by the Holy Ghost—the Holy 
Guest. (The two words have the same 
origin). 


Never yield your-body for that which 
is evil. If you do, the inevitable curse 
of sin will come upon it. Yield your- 
self, spirit, soul and body to God, 
through our Lord Jesus Christ, and He 
will save you. i 


He will save spirit, soul and body. 


One day He will give you a “spiritual 
body”, which will be a body vitalized by 
the Eternal Spirit, and not by human 
blood as is now the case. And you will 
pass into an everlasting life of service 
with God!

THE Reverend Doctor Harry F. 
Ward, Methodist leader, is a 

living example of the difference 

between fame and notoriety. 


Time has never furnished a better 
illustration of the great contrast be- 
tween fame and notoriety than was 
given to the world, at the beginning of 
the Christian era, in the lives and 
characters of Paul the Apostle, who 
forever inscribed his name on the scroll 
of fame as the great interpreter of 
Christianity, and Judas Iscariot, who 
betrayed his Lord and Master and thus 
attained deathless infamy. 


There is nothing in the attainments 
of Harry Ward to make him famous; 
but there is much to give him lasting 
notoriety. 


Rev. Harry Ward has been chosen 
as the subject of the present discussion 
because he represents a certain type of 
“religious” leadership which is doing 
incomparable harm to the various 
Christian denominations of the United 
States. 


Examine the Record 


According to Fhe Red Network, Har- 
ry F. Ward was born in England, and 
has a long radical record. His foreign 
birth—many of our radical leaders are 
foreign-born—may account for his 
hatred of the American social and eco- 
nomic system. 


He has been a pro-Soviet enthusiast 
from the beginning, and has been an 
active and ubiquitous supporter of all 
forms of radicalism and _ syndicalism 
for the past twenty years. 


His many radical activities include 
defense of the I. W. W. murderers of the 
four American Legion members at Cen- 
tralia, and the signing, with Sherwood 
Eddy and Harry Elmer Barnes, of a 
demand on the Secretary of War, in 
1931, that he lift the ban on the Com- 
munist Party in the Philippines. 


He was a founder and director of the 
so-called “Garland Free Love Fund,” 
which is especially notorious for its 
financial support of many ultra-radical 
movements. The Red Network states 
that Glenn Frank, deposed president 
of the University of Wisconsin, gave 
Harry Ward his “doctor’s degree” as 
an award of merit for his activities in 
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the American Civil Liberties Union, of 
which Harry F. Ward was a founder 
and national chairman. Concerning the 
American Civil Liberties Union, the 
Lusk Committee of the New York Le- 
gislature had this to say: 


“The American Civil Liberties Un- 
ion, in the last analysis, is a supporter 
of all subversive movements; its pro- 
paganda is detrimental to the best in- 
terests of the state. It attempts not 
only to protect crime but to encourage 
attacks upon our institutions in every 
form.” 

A committee of the National Con- 
gress in 1931, after an exhaustive sur- 
vey, had this to say concerning this 
red aid society: 

“The American Civil Liberties Un- 
ion is closely affiliated with the com- 
munist movement in the United States, 
and fully 90 per cent of its efforts are 
on behalf of communists who have 
come into conflict with the law. The 
main function of the American Civil 
Liberties Union is to attempt to pro- 
tect communists in their advocacy of 
force and violence to overthrow the 
government.” 


Among Harry Ward’s associates as 
organizers or early sponsors of the Am- 
erican Civil Liberties Union may be 
found such radicals as Norman Thom- 
as, several times Socialist candidate for 
president; William Z. Foster, several 
times candidate for president on the 
Communist ticket; Helen Fincke, lead- 
er of the communist youth movement; 
Rose Schneiderman, noted radical of the 
feminine group; Rev. Scott Nearing, 
who was arrested in 1918 for espionage 
against our government; and Roger 
Baldwin, who served a jail sentence for 
draft-dodging during the World War. 


Methodism’s Danger 


There are several thorns in the side 
of the great Methodist Church of the 
United States, chief of which are Bi- 
shop F. M. McConnell and the Rev. 
Dr. Harry F. Ward. 
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They are officers and the dominating 
influence in the “Methodist Federation 
For Social Service,” a pink-red society, 
openly striving to lead the entire Meth- 
odist Church into red radicalism. Hun- 
dreds of Methodist ministers have be- 
come warped in their thinking through 
the efforts of this organization. 


The activities of this society are so 
subversive and unpatriotic that pro- 
minent laymen of Methodism have or- 
ganized to combat it under the leader- 
ship of such able and distinguished 
Methodists as former Governor Hyde 
of Missouri and Hon. Henry M. Hen- 
schen of Illinois. 


On April 15, 1932, McConnell and 
Ward issued “Bulletin No. 8” of their 
“Federation,” in which they said: 


“The Federation has continued to co- 
operate with boards and agencies with- 
in our church and with many groups 
outside the church working definitely 
for a new social order. Among these 
may be mentioned several departments 
of the Federal Council of Churches, 
the American Civil Liberties Union, 
the League of Industrial Democracy, 
Labor Research Association, Interna- 
tional Labor Defense, Committee on 
Militarism in tite Fellowship of 
Reconciliation . 


All these nieiiaiai societies are 
socialistic or communistic organiza- 
tions, except the Federal Council of 
Churches, which was organized by radi- 
cals, is part pink and part red, with 
a few cunning radicals guiding its af- 
fairs and controlling its policies. It 
has many pious dupes trailing along 
who are seemingly oblivious of the fact 
that they are being led to the altar of 
the great Red Beast. 


The Federal Council of Churches is 
just now being groomed for participa- 
tion in the coming so-called “united 
front” of ultra-radicals who are plan- 
ning the overthrow of the American 
social and economic system. 


Space will not permit even casual 
mention of all the many connections 
and activities of Harry Ward with 
outstanding revolutionary _ societies, 
controlled by infidels, atheists and all 
brands of revolutionary radicals who 
conspire to overthrow our government, 
our religion and our liberties. Thus he 
daily violates one of the plainest in- 
junctions of the New Testament: “Be 
ye not unequally yoked together with 
unbelievers.”

B sper 16:7. “The Comforter.” A mar- 

velous Person of whose coming and 
power our Lord Jesus says, “It is worth 
while for you that I go away: for if 
I go not away, the Comforter will not 
come unto you.” 


Christ’s corporeal presence could be 
in but one place. The Holy Spirit can 
be everywhere at all times, for He has 
no body to confine Him. Christ’s bod- 
ily presence attracted the eyes of men 
but the Spirit attracts the heart, caus- 
ing us to love Him we have not seen 
(I Pet. 1:8). 


The heart of our Lord longed that 
His people should be comforted, taught, 
and reminded of His words; guided, 
protected, empowered. 


The child of God never suffers alone.

lie Eden’s garden, the first Adam fell 
through sin; in Gethsemane’s garden, 
the second Adam won the victory over 
Satan and presented Himself as a Ran- 
som for the world. 


In Eden all was delightful; here there 
was nothing but darkness and pain. In 
Eden there was disobedience to God; 
here we see the very embodiment of 
obedience to God. The first Adam hid 
from the God of the Garden. The 
second Adam said, “Here I am.”

15) said, “Ye. . . killed the Prince of 
life.” (2) The Romans. It was Pilate 
who sentenced Him and the. Romans: 
who drove the nails. (3) You and J. 
He died because of sin, the sin - of 
Gentiles as well as of Jews, It was our 
sin, more truly than the material 
things, which was the cause of His 
death. Our sins were potentially in His 
body the day He hung on the tree. (4) 
Christ Himself. Man could not have 
touched Him unless He had permitted 
it (10:17-18). The Lord Jesus “dismis- 
sed His: Spirit” says the original Greek. 


(5) God. The most stupendous fact 
about the death of Christ is that God 
permitted it. “He was delivered by the 
determinate counsel and foreknowledge 
of God” (Acts 2:23; Isa. 53: 10). 


Close the book; all 
is fulfilled. So runs the story of the 
perfect Man. Sinners are saved by 
accepting what He did for them!

rn 20:1. Matthew 28:1 says, “In 
the end of the sabbath.” Literal- 
ly “Sabbaths.”

The resurrection of our Lord is the 
fundamental fact of our faith, and was 
committed to Mary. To a woman was 
this honor given to be the first that saw 
the risen Redeemer and that woman 
was not His mother. 


“Go, tell my brethren.” Only those 
who know the resurrected Lord are 
capable of telling the story. 


No need to stumble over the resur- 
rection story; the STONE has been re- 
moved. We need not to reason about 
His resurrection; we rest in the fact. 
Don’t fear a grave. Christ rested in 
one and came forth. 


“For as yet they knew not the Scrip- 
tures” (verse 9). All Jesus had said 
about rising again the third day had 
fallen upon dull ears. The chief priests 
had taken note of His words (Mt. 27: 
63) but the disciples had not. 


Chapter 20:17. “My Father .... your 
Father.” “My God... your God.” 
Words of incomparable meaning! Jesus 
had habitually called. God His Father, 
und on one occasion, in His darkest 
moment, His God. But both are here 
united, expressing that full-orbed rela- 
tionship which embraces in its vast 
sweep at once Himself.and His redeem- 
ed. 


Yet, note well, He says not “Our 
Father and Our God.” We must dis- 
tinguish between what God is to Him 
and to us—-His Father essentially, our’s 
not so; our God essentially, His not so. 
His God only: in connection with us; 
our Father only in connection with him. 
He is our Father, because He is the 
Father of our Lord (Eph. 1:3). He is 
not our father until we become identi- 
fied with Christ.

Golden text: “In the beginning God 
created the heavens and the earth.”— 
Genesis 1:1. 


ODERN thought has run along two 
lines: 


(1) The discovery and utilization of 
forces in the material world; the find- 
ing of old laws, and applying them to 
new uses. Steam existed long before 
Watt saw the moving kettle lid, long 
before Stephenson applied it to his loco- 
motive, but from the discovery of the 
laws governing steam there have been 
many useful inventions. The same is 
true of electricity. 


(2) Seeking the origin of things. 
Great progress has been made along 
the line of discovery and utilization, 
but I think I can say. without exagger- 
ation, they have not made one inch of 
progress along the line of the origin of 
things. Find me a scientist who has 
satisfied the scientific world that he 
has discovered how matter, light,-heat, 
electricity, or fire originated. The only 
explanation is revelation. ‘In the be- 
ginning GOD.” 


Let us begin the study of these 
things in the attitude of a little child; 
as if we knew nothing. (1) First Cause. 
Something started all this! The watch 
demands a maker. This earth had a 
creator. The Bible says: “The heavens 


declare the glory of God and the earth 
showeth His handiwork.” “A fool hath 
said in his heart, There is no God.” 


(2) Law. “And God said.” God spoke 
and there was light. He spoke and it 
was So. 

(3) Power. “Let there be.” Who is 
this that says “Let there be” and “it 
was so”? I may not know who you are 
but I know you must have great power 
and you invoke me to worship you— 
even a natural man may reason in this 
manner. 


(4) Order. The evolutionist had a 
little basis for his belief for he saw 
first the earth, then vegetable life, then 
lower animal life and this followed by 
higher animals and man. There was 
continuity, progression, development, 
but let us distinguish between progress 
and the theory of evolution. 


(5) Unity. There was great unity. 
Each form of life lived off the other 
forms beneath it. Each one helped the 
other. 

(6) Perfection. “And God saw it was 
good.” God always creates things per- 
fect. This earth created by God per- 
fect, later “became” waste and void. 


(7) Design. The Creator was work- 
ing out a great plan known to Him- 
self. 


On his death bed Charles Simeon 
said: “The thing that gives me the 
most comfort now is Genesis 1:1. The 
God Who created the heaven and the 
earth can save Charles Simeon!” The 
God who created all things can recre- 
ate, and He has created in me a new 
heart and a right spirit. The God Who 
made the world is my Savior, Christ 
(John 1:3). 








Experiences at a Christian College

HEN I entered Hamline University 

in 1926, I never so much as dreamed 

I might be called upon to criticise later 
my religious experience while there. 


I wanted religion with all my heart 
but somehow selected my course of 
study without it. One could pardon 
that, if only he found an atmosphere 
conducive to religion — Christianity 
as its highest expression, of course. 
Speech, Spanish, history, chemistry and 
English greeted me. 


Fortunately I got hold of Dr. W. A. 
Williams’ “Evolution Disproved.”” Some 
will recall the Evolution squabble in 
Minnesota around 1926. When I en- 
tered college, this philosophy was 
emerging into the theory stage. Before 
I left the next year, marvel of marvels, 
it was a law on par with gravitation. 
At least my teacher the great Horatio 
Hackett Newman said so. He should 
ca te But greater men than he have 
erred. 


Well, what about the faculty? I 
must admit there were fine Christian 
gentlemen among the same. Some, how- 
ever, were “doubtful.” A bad orange 
can raise havoc with others nearby. 


If the English course, the text, was 
not conducive to skepticism I do not 
know what -could-be. The science in- 


structor, a minister’s son, had a repu- 
tation as a polished unbeliever, though 
he kept those views out of the class- 
room — at least in my case. I never 
felt more miserable intuitively. 


The history teacher was deeply per- 
plexed about the visit of the angel to 
the Virgin Mary. My language profes- 
sor was above reproach. The direc- 
tor of speech thought “Nature and the 
World of Man” was an adequate an- 
swer to Dr. Williams, unanswered and 
unanswerable attack against a_ brute 
ancestry for man. So much for actual 
instructors. 


Some of the science assistants were 
hardly Christians. They could not men- 
tion God without a chill coming upon 
one’s convictions. “God or no God, we 
must work”, one used to say. 


One of my girl colleagues felt quite 
badly when an irregular remark was 
cast before us, about religion, upon a 
certain occasion. I considered the 
source and let it go at that. I can thank 
my Lutheran confirmation pastor, O. 
C. Myhre, among others, that I was im- 
mune to such attacks. 


The well known philosopher there, 
sneeringly told me Evolution was the 
process, from simpie to complex, where- 
by.a protozoan culminated in the pas- 


tor of the great First Baptist Church 
at Minneapolis — a man of God who 
is to this day famous for his attacks 
on Darwin’s doctrines. 


To conclude: Many of the young men 
especially, were losing their Christian 
faith those ten years back. What the 
situation is now must be left to others 
tc relate. I trust it is not worse; but 
that would not be saying much that is 
favorable. 


True, the world is not getting better. 
Still, that is no reason why we should 
allow his Satanic majesty full reign.

of Christian Ethics in Union Theologi- 
cal Seminary, New York City; and, 
therefore, he is exceedingly valuable to 
the ultra-radicals, Socialists, and par- 
ticularly the Communists, all of whom 
use him to the apparent limit of his 
physical endurance. These are _ the 
kind of men who are taking spiritual 
vitality out of the Church of Jesus 
Christ. 





Communist “League” 


But the most reprehensible of all the 
activities of Harry Ward are carried 
on by him in the “American League 
Against War and Fascism,” of which 


subversive organization he is Chair- 
man. 
This thinly-disguised “front” for 


Communism is reprehensible, because it 
teaches the youth of America disloyal- 
ty to their own country and allegiance 
to the Soviets. It is most hypocritical, 
because it clamors for peace while it 
psychologically prepares its hundreds 
of thousands of dupes among our. youth 
for the bloody revolution of the “pro- 
letariat.” 


The very name of the society embod- 
ies a lie; for while it inveighs against 
Fascism, it is only against war on the 
part of the “bourgeoise.” Even as this 
is written the American League A- 
gainst War and Fascism is holding 
meetings and raising funds to support 
the bloody butchers in Spain who con- 
trol the government, and who, under 
incitement and direction of Bela Kun 
(born Cohen) and Marcel Rosenberg, 
Minister to Spain from Russia, and 
with orders from Moscow to “kill as 
many priests as possible,” are destroy- 
ing churches, torturing and raping 
nuns and killing priests and Protes- 
tant missionaries. 


Harry Ward and his fake peace so- 
ciety talk peace, but encourage and 
support the bloodiest and most savage 
type of war. 


Already the Communists, Socialists 
and Anarchists of Spain, whom Harry 
Ward publicly approves and financially 
supports, are reliably reported to have 
tortured and slaughtered more than 
5,000 Christian missionaries, nuns and 
priests.

The Truth About “Isms” 


While Fascism is autocratic and to- 
talitarian—that is, a single-party gov- 
ernment—without vestiges of true dem- 
ocracy, just as Communism and Nazi- 
ism also are, it must be understood that 
Communism preceded Fascism in Ita- 
ly, Germany and Spain, and that Fas- 
cism was invented as an antidote for 
Communism. 


It is much like inventing an anti- 
dote for a rattlesnake bite: No rattle- 
snake bite of Communism, no antidote 
of Fascism required! 


But Harry Ward is busy coddling the 
rattlesnake of Communism, and stren- 
uously seeks to destroy every antidote 
—even our own Americanism. And he 
does it in the name of Methodism! 


When the reader hears the howling 
about Fascism in America, he can 


foreign ism and dictatorship; and may 
He deliver Christian America from the 
machinations of the Harry Wards, the 
Bishop McConnells, the Stanley Jones- 
es, and every other denominational 
leader who, knowingly or inadvertently, 
are leading His people into the trail 
of the great Red Beast! 


The hypocrisy and duplicity of Har- 
ry Ward and his fake peace society, 
the American League Against War and 
Fascism, is in perfect line with the es- 
tablished tactics of Communism, for it 
is a cardinal virtue of the Bolsheviks, 
enjoined upon them by Lenin, to “de- 
ceive the bourgeoise.”

safely set it down as the hammering 
of Socialists, Communists or psycho- 
pathic radicals, giving vent to the old 
ery of “Stop, thief!” to divert atten- 
tion from themselves, while they lay 
the foundations for overthrowing the 
American social and economic order.

In addition to all this the Third In- 
ternational, which is the clearing house 
for, and director of all Communist 
world activities, being under dominance 
of dictator Stalin, has openly declared 
for a bloody “world revolution of the 
proletariat.” Ward cannot fail to know 
this.

Did Paul Visit Britain?

N July 42 A. D. Claudius, the 
Emperor of Rome, decided to 
invade Britain, and the Roman 
forces were mobilized at Boulogne 
for the proposed expedition. 


Of course, Claudius in person was 
not there; but he picked the foremost 
military strategists of his Empire to 
command the troops. First he appoint- 
ed Plautius, the Scipio of the age, as 
Commander-in-Chief of the invading 
armies. 

He also commissioned Vespasian, 
afterwards Emperor, and Geta, who 
was destined also to hold the Roman 
throne for about three months, to 
divisional command. 


These three generals were instructed 
to bring Britain under the sway of the 
Roman eagle without delay, and with- 
out mincing matters. 


Rome and Britain Clash 

At the beginning of this war Gui- 
derius was on what might be called the 
British throne. In the second battle that 
was fought he was killed. The crown 
fell to the brother, Arviragus. But soon 
the emergency demanded a strong, 
virile man, as Dictator. 


Caradoc was elected to this place,

and Arviragus readily consented to serve 
under him. Now began a two year 
struggle in which Caradoc was finally 
defeated at Brandon Camp. A treaty 
was concluded, known as the Claudian 
Treaty, in which there were very un- 
satisfactory conditions for Britain. 
Claudius gave his natural daughter, 
Venus Julia, in marriage to Arviragus. 
Thus the British king became son-in- 
law to the Roman Emperor. 


Though defeated, Carodoc, the Dicta- 
tor, did not give up. He carried fire 
and sword through the revolted tribes, 
and transferred the seat of war from 
the eastern counties to the foothills of 
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the south-west. The war had just begun 
in spite of the splendid triumph that 
Claudius celebrated in Rome, supported 
by his son-in-law, Arviragus. 


The three Roman generals began a 
concerted action against the wily 
Briton. The war lasted for seven more 
years with victory first on one side, 
then on the other. This war was so 
great that it taxed the resources of the 
Roman Empire and engaged its atten- 
tion almost exclusively, except for a 
little rebellion in Armenia. 


Suetonius gives the total number of 
battles of the war as thirty, while 
Eutropius lists them as thirty-two. The 
Romans employed not less than 100,000 
soldiers. 


By this time, Titus, the son of 
Vespasian, was with his father in the 
war. For some reason the war was not 
going to suit the Emperor Claudius; 
Plautius, Vespasian, Geta, and Titus, in 
turn, were recalled to Rome. 


Tacitus, the historian, gives us a fine 
glimpse of the state of affairs when he 
tells us of the esteem and confidence 
in which the people of Britain held 
their Dictator, Caradoc, or Caractacus, 
as the Romans called him. 


Plautius, the first Commander-in- 
chief, meanwhile, had married the 
beautiful sister of Caractacus, Gladys, 
or as she was known to the Romans, 
Pomponia Graecina. 


A truce of six months was agreed 
upon; and during that period Caracta- 
cus visited the city of Rome. With the 
expiration of the truce, the war was 
renewed, with Caractacus as the Dic- 
tator still. 


In the XIIth book of Tacitus we are 
told that in the fall of 52 A. D. Caradoc 
was utterly defeated at what is now 
Clune in Shropshire. Both his wife, and 
daughter, Gladys were taken captive by 
the Romans. 


Caradoc took refuge with Aricia, the 
Queen of the Brigantes, at what is now 
the city of York. She was the grand- 
niece of the traitor Mandubratius in 
the war with Julius Caesar. 


She betrayed the British Dictator, 
and he was captured while asleep in 
her palace, thrown into chains, and 
delivered to Scapula, the Roman com- 
mander. Claudius ordered that Cara- 
doc, and his whole family should be de- 
livered to him in Rome. 

Caradoc was tried before the Roman 
Senate. His speech before that august 
body as reported by Tacitus, is familiar 
to every school boy who has had the 
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task of reading Latin. 


Something unheard of, something 
that was not in accord with Roman 
policy happened: Caradoc was spared, 
and not thrown into the Tarpean Dun- 
geon like Jugurtha and _ countless 
others. Why this happened, no one is 
able to say. Was it the intervening 
hand of Providence? 


That is the most plausible explana- 
tion in the light of succeeding events. 
Yet there was a tie between the Britons 
and the Romans: Aulus Plautius was 
the brother-in-law of the British Dicta- 
tor; and between Caradoc’s daughter, 
Gladys, and Rufus Pudens Pudentius, 
a Roman senator, there was a contract 
of marriage. 


Contacts Develop Between the two 
Countries 


In the meantime, in Britain the 
trend of the war was going against the 
Roman government. Arviragus, the 
cousin of Caradoc, was elected Dictator 
by the Silures. Tacitus sums up the 
Roman defeat in one short sentence, for 
it was a bitter pill to swallow. 


Claudius was afraid to execute Cara- 
doc. He imposed upon the Briton a 
sentence of a seven year “free” resi- 
dence in Rome with the added under- 
standing that the prince was never to 
bear arms again against the Empire. 
He was allowed the enjoyment of the 
full revenues from his home in Britain. 
Gladys, the daughter of Caradoc, was 
adopted by the Emperor Claudius, and 
given the family name—Claudia. 


Caradoc made his home on the Pala- 
tium Britanicum, on the Mons Sacer. 
This palace was converted later by his 
grand-daughter, Claudia Pudentiana 
into the first Christian Church at 
Rome, called at that time the “Titulus”. 


In this church was celebrated the 
marriage of Claudia and Rufus Pudens 
Pudentinus 53 A. D. Four children 
were born to this couple: St. Timo- 
theos, St. Pudentiania, St. Praxedes, 
St. Novatus. 


One son of Caradoc went back to 
England and became king of the 
Silures, while Linus (Lleyn) remained 
with his father in Rome and was con- 
secrated by St. Paul himself as the 
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first Bishop of Rome. 


Claudia the younger, if we may fol- 
low Martial, was born in 36 A. D.; 
was married to Rufus in 53 A. D. in 
the 17th year of her age. Martial ought 
to know the details for he was a fre- 
quent visitor atthe house Pudentiania, 
and was in the habit of employing 
Rufus as a critic of his verses. At 
twenty-one Claudia was the mother of 
three children; but Martial still called 
her “‘puella”, and said she united the 
accomplishments and graces of all Ro- 
man and Athenian ladies. 


By this time Pudens had been con- 
verted to Christianity as Martial plain- 
ly tells us. The Caradoc family was 
devotedly literary. Bran the father of 
Caradoc introduced many of the Roman 
authors into England, and among the 
manuscripts that went thus to England 
were those of the poet Martial. 


Claudia’s aunt, Pomponia Graecina, 
the one who married the Roman 
general while he was trying to conquer 
England, received her agnomen from 
the fact that she was a famous Greek 
scholar. The palace of this British 
family became the fashionable salon 
for all the renowned authors and poets 
of Rome. 


When Caradoc finally returned to 
his native country, the family residence 


‘of the Roman branch still continued to 


be the home of Pudens, Claudia, and 
her children. Pudens fell in love with 
this Claudia when he was stationed in 
England with Plautius at what is now 
Chichester, where a monument has 
been discovered that was erected at 
the cost of Pudens, at that time not a 
Christian, and dedicated to Neptune 
and Minerva. This monument, a temple, 
was built in 50 A. D. 


Thus by 56 A. D. we find the royal 
Silurian family solidly settled in Rome 
on the Mons Sacer. The house still re- 
mains as well as its name, the St. 
Pudentiania. When the palace was con- 
verted into a church (it was probably 
not converted into what we call a 
church until much later), the pastor 
who officiated was Hermas, the one 
mentioned by St. Paul in Romans 16:14. 
Later the church was called after 
the pastor. 


It was here that, according to tradi- 
tion, Peter was entertained when he 
first visited Rome with Luke. 


There is some ground for believing 
that two men bore the name, Hermas; 
but, if so, both were pastors of this 
church Pudens, for the letters of one 
to St. Timotheus are still extant. 
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Paul’s Family Connections 


The first Christian missionaries ar- 
rived in Britain about the year 39 A. D. 


THEY BUILT THE FIRST CHRIS- 
TIAN CHURCH UPON BRITISH SOIL 
AT GLASTONBURY, AND THEIR 
LEADER, JOSEPH OF ARIMATHEA 
DIED THERE IN 76 A. D. 


Christianity was no novelty when in- 
troduced to the British Isle, and the 
Silurian royal family soon became 
Christian; members of the family were 
taken to Rome both through marriage 
or as captives of war, and were firmly 
established in Rome by 56 A. D. 


In 36 A. D. Paul (Saul), then a 
Jewish persecutor of believers, succeed- 
ed in driving all Christians from 
Jerusalem except the Apostles. They 
remained steadfast. 

Then Saul (Paul), with the authority 
of the Sanhedrin, and the “wink” of the 
Roman government, started for Damas- 
cus to arrest all the saints he could 
find in that city. 


We all know, from his own account, 
what happened to him on the road. His 
entire life and purpose were changed. 
He became the great Gentile Mission- 
ary. 

The history of the years that follow 
in Paul’s life, we have set forth in 
a previous article in The Defender. 


We come now to the period in which 
Paul came to Rome the first time. The 
onus of documentary evidence makes it 
the year 56 A. D., the first year of the 
reign of Nero. (We could give at this 
point fifteen authorities, ancient, who 
support this date. See following biblio- 
graphy). 

Some time before Paul’s arrival in 
Rome, he had written a letter from 
Corinth to the strong, zealous, faithful 
church at Rome. Among those to whom 
he sent greetings were several kins-

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men: Andronicus and Junia, who had 
been converted before Paul himself. He 
also mentions Herodion, as well as 
Kinomene. 


Above all Paul saiutes Rufus Pudens, 
for he says: “Salute Rufus chosen in 
the Lord, and his mother and mine”. 
Reader, just ponder that sentence! 
Were Rufus and Paul half-brothers? 
WAS PAUL THE OLDER WHOSE 
FATHER WAS A HEBREW, AND 
RUFUS THE YOUNGER BY A 
GENTILE FATHER? If that be true, 
then the mother of Paul was already 
in Rome. 


Also if that idea be accepted as cor- 
rect, then Paul’s mother married a 


Pudens. How did that come about? 
The Pudens were members of the 
Senate, and had great estates in 
Samnium. 


If all this be true, then Paul’s mother 
was a Christian, living with her young- 
est son, at that time a Christian, and 
his palace long before Paul’s visit was 
used as an assembly place of the breth- 
ren. 


It was at the house of Pudens that 
Paul spent most of his time while in 
Rome. This is a fact established from 
inscriptions in the house itself. 


The children of Rufus and Claudia 
were brought up on the knees of the 
Apostle; he was their uncle. And Paul’s 
mother was the children’s grandmother. 
What a family tree we get into here! 


Is it any wonder that Paul wishes to 
visit the branch of the family in Bri- 
tain? With all this background, and the 
connection between the Pudens House 
in Rome, and its original source and 
ramifications in England, where would 
Paul most likely go after his acquittal 
by the Supreme Court of Rome over 
which Nero himself presided as Chief 
Justice? Can there be any doubt that 
he was inspired to go hence hy the 
Pudens family in Rome? 


The Gospel Goes to Britain 


Let us see if we cannot find another 
reason for Paul wishing to visit Eng- 
land. When he wrote his Epistle to the 
Romans, one of the men he mentions 
was not in Rome at the time, and that 
was the father-in-law of St. Peter, 
Aristobulus. 


This last mentioned man was one of 
the Seventy Disciples of Jesus whom 
He sent at the time of the first Preach- 
ing Mission. It was upon the wife of 
Aristobulus that Jesus wrought the 
miracle recorded by Matthew’s Gospel. 
It was the daughter of this couple who

was the wife of Peter, and bore him 
a son and a daughter. 


It is more than probable that Aris- 
tobulus had been sent to Britain by 
Paul before the latter wrote his Epistle 
to the Romans, and before he personal- 
ly arrived in Rome. Why did Paul send 
Aristobulus to England? 


It is undoubtedly true that Bran, the 
father of Caradoc, left Rome with 
Aristobulus before Caradoc left Italy. 
The eldest daughter of Caradoc, Eur- 
gain, and her husband, who already 
was a Roman patrician because of his 
marriage to the princess, became lord 
of Salisbury, accompanied Aristobulus. 
Thus Aristobulus’ mission was under 
the patronage of Bran and his family. 


In this way there arose two different 
“cradles of Christianity” in England, 
the mission of Joseph of Arimathea at 
Avalon (Glastonbury), and the one by 
Aristobulus at Llan-Ilid in Wales. 


Aristobulus was martyred by the 
people among whom he labored; but 
Joseph was not martyred. Why was 
this the case? Because Joseph came 
direct by invitation from Jerusalem; 
while Aristobulus came from Rome, the 
extremely hated Rome. The Britons 
confused him with the Romans. 


They afterwards deeply repented of 
their mistake, but too late to save the 
life of the devout follower of the Naz- 
arene. Resistance was ever firm 
against the Roman legions due to the 
influence of Druidism, the national re- 
ligion of the British Isles. It was 
strongly reinforced by its new ally, 
Christianity, and these were the two 
forms of religion that Rome was de- 
stined to so bitterly persecute. 


Both religions were uncompromising- 
ly antagonistic to the whole system of 
the Roman State Religion. If we study 
this situation ever so slightly, we can 
easily see why Paul was taken back to 
Rome for his second trial on the charge 
of “high treason”. 


BUT WE HAVE A PERIOD OF 
“SILENCE” FOR SIX YEARS IN 
PAUL’S LATER LIFE. WHERE 
WAS HE? The answer must come: In 
Siluria, of the British Isles, beyond the 
reach of Roman law, the only known 
place where the long arm of Rome 
could not reach at that time. 


Paul was a Roman citizen, and there- 
fore, needed not to flee from it, nor be 
afraid to come back to the city on the 
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Tiber. He could have stayed in Eng- 
land, but he did not wish to do so. 


I know some hold that Paul left Eng- 
land, returned for a “farewell” tour of 
Asia, was taken into custody by the 
Roman government, and returned to 
Rome for trial. Whether Paul was ar- 
rested in England or in Asia makes 
little difference to the thread of this 
study. The fact remains that he was 
taken back to Rome to stand trial for 
treason. Nero was still on the throne, 
but insane—the times were no longer 
called the “Golden Age” of Nero. 


Seneca, the tutor of Nero, and the 
personal friend of Paul, had _ been 
forced by the madman to commit 
suicide. Through the labyrinthine gal- 
leries of politics, Christianity just 
missed mounting the Roman Throne 
within fifty years after the crucifixion 
of Jesus. 


Christ’s Guard Became A Missionary . 


At the cross of Jesus, on that most 
remarkable day in the history of man, 
stood the Roman officer Longinus, a 
Centurion, assigned to carry out the 
details of the sentence imposed upon 
our Lord and the two who were his fel- 
low sufferers. 


It is probable that this same centurion 
was the one who posted the guards at 
the tomb of the Nazarene. Longinus 
was only one of the thousands of Ro- 
man soldiers in foreign service. Did 
he carry the doctrine of the Christ back 
to Rome when he returned home? 


_ We can answer this in the affirma- 
tive without fear of contradiction. The 
Centurion was afterwards an officer 
of the guard in the Golden House of 
Nero, by this time an old, grizzled 
veteran, but still relating to his fellow 
officers the tales of his service in 
Palestine. 


And he had, evidently, one favorite 
story: “The watch at the Cross”. His 
fellow officers got tired of listening to 
the oft, repeated tale, and they wished 
to advise the old man that they were 
tired, so they drew in graffiti a cari- 
cature of the crucifixion, giving the 
head of the crucified One that of an 
ass. 


As an archaeologist, I have never 
taken this crude scratching upon the 
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wall of the Guard Room to the Golden 
House as intended as ridicule to the 
Savior, but an attempt to show the old 
Centurion what an old ass he had got- 
ten to be by his tiresome stories. 


I am inclined to believe that before 
Joseph of Arimathea left Jerusalem for 
Britain, Longinus had returned to 
Rome, and brought with him his im- 
pression of the teachings of the Christ. 
Is it probable that the first missionary 
work in the city of Rome was done by 
this man, and other returned soldiers? 


It is more than probable. The army 
was the greatest purveyor of any agent 
of antiquity. 


Paul’s Second Trial 


The young man that occupied a 
prominent place on the pages of Roman 
history during these times had already 
played a prominent part in the history 
of the attempted conquest of the Prit- 
ish Isles, Titus Flavius Vespasian, the 
grandson of that famous old man Titus 
Flavius Petro. 


Vespasian was recalled from Eng- 
land to Rome because he did not fulfill 
the expectations or demands of the 
“desk-generals” back in Rome. But 
what a mistake was made when it was 
decided to bring him back under partial 
disgrace, for he was destined to become 
one of the great Emperors of Roman 
history. 

This Emperor had a brother and a 
sister. The brother was Titus Flavius 
Sabinus; while the sister’s name was 
Flavia Sabina. The brother took to 
law, while Vespasian liked military 
science. In a way the lawyer made more 

rapid progress than the future Emper- 
or. 


While the general was sulking under 
a cloud, the lawyer rose to the highest 
honors in the service of his Emperor, 
the Prefect of the City of Rome under 
Nero. This position was even more ex- 
alted than that of the Lord Mayor of 
London in English history. 


This Prefect was the father of Flav- 
jus Clemens Romanus, the church Fa- 
ther. Flavius Clemens married his 


cousin Domitilla, the niece of the Em- 
peror Domitian. The brother of this 
Julia 


Flavius Clemens married 
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Augusta, the daughter of the Emperor 
Titus. Clemens and Domitilla (some- 
times called Domitia) had two sons, 
Vespasian and Domitian, who were 
adopted by the Emperor, Domitian as 
his heir to the throne. 


Had Domitian died soon after the 
adoption, Christianity would have been 
upon the throne of Rome less than 
fifty years after the crucifixion. 


Clemens and Domitilla were Chris- 
tians, as were their two sons. The sis- 
ter of Clemens was also a Christian. 
Now why have I taken this apparent 
excursion ? 


For this reason: When Paul was 
brought back to Rome for his second 
trial, he was not tried before the Sup- 
reme Court of the Roman Empire; but 
before the Prefect of the city of Rome. 
Nero was insane; he was spending his 
time trying to compose epics that he 
hoped would far surpass those of 
Homer. He was busily engaged in fid- 
dling, and horse racing, etc. with the 
result that he had no time to sit as the 
Chief Justice and try the case of the 
little Christian-Jew, though he was a 
Roman citizen. 


Besides, it is not probable that Paul 
appealed to the Supreme Court. He 
was well aware that he would be 
“framed” and “railroaded” to execu- 
tion. 


He did not plead his cause before 
the Prefect; but began to preach a ser- 
mon, his favorite theme, to the Roman 
officer. This officer was not ignorant 
as to what Paul was talking about. 


He undoubtedly recalled the picture 
on the wall of the Guard Room of the 
Golden House. Neither was he un- 
acquainted with the owners of the 
“Titulus”, for they were the elite of 
Roman society, and undoubtedly the 
Prefect (Mayor) was often an honored 
guest in their fashionable salon. 


He listened to Paul’s words, and was 
deeply impressed, for he did a thing 
that was utterly contrary to Roman 
law: he remanded Paul to prison after 
conviction instead of ordering him to 
immediate execution as the law de- 
manded. 


In this act the Prefect laid himself 
open to the penalty of the law; but 
for some reason he took the risk. 


The Apostle’s Last Letter 


Paul, in his last imprisonment, wrote 
his dying charge to Timothy, and in 
this document he sends also the saluta- 
tions of some of those who attended 
him during those last lays. 


He sends the greetings of Pudens, 
Claudia, Linus, and Eubulus. Later this 
whole family became martyrs, except 
Claudia herself, who died a natural 
death in 97 A. D. just one year after 
her husband, Pudens had been martyr- 
ed. 


They followed each other years apart 
until Timotheus closed the list when 
he was about ninety years of age. 
Linus was the first Bishop of Rome, 
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and Clemens, twelve years after the 
death of Linus, became the third Bishop 
of Rome. 


This family, Claudia, Pudens, Linus, 
and the cousin of Claudia, Eubulus 
were with Paul while he was awaiting 
execution; and they accompanied him 
through the gate of St. Paul, and out 
on the Ostian road to the place of 
execution. 


_Afterwards they tenderly gathered 
his aged and broken body, and placed 
it in the family tomb, where between 
that date and 140 A. D. the family was 
gathered beside him one by one. 


In the catacombs of St. Priscilla, 
three miles out on the via Salaria, rests 
the remains of the mother of Paul, 
Priscilla. 

It is a tradition that the remains of 
Paul do not rest in Rome, not even 
beneath the high altar in the cathedral 
built in his honor, but that the real 
earthly remains of the great Apostle 
sleeps in THE SOIL OF ENGLAND 
BEYOND THE REACH OF THE ARM 
OF THE ROMAN LAW. 


We know that the sarcophagus in the 
vaults beneath the high altar is empty. 
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Merton College, Oxford and many other 
sources too numerous to mention here.

Sit-down Communism 


By Dr. Louis R. Patmont, Berkeley, California 





EW American Christians real- 

ize the seriousness and the 
threat of the sit-down commu- 
nist-inspired strikes like the one 
which recently affected the Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation and other 
firms engaged in the automobile 
industry in Michigan. 


The strikes started on December 30, 
1936, and ended in a six months truce 
which was agreed upon on February 
11, i986. 


The officials of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, as well as the corpor- 
ations concerned were completely sur- 
prised by the methods and the violent 
nature of this new thing in labor 
strategy. 


The strike had the backing of the 
radical John L. Lewis, chairman of 
the Committee of Industrial Organiza- 
tion, which recently has been suspend- 
ed by the American Federation of 
Labor for its radicalism. The strike 
leaders of the United Automobile 
Workers Union threatened to confis- 
cate and separate certain plants for 
the benefit of the workers without the 
consent of the legal owners. 


John L. Lewis, the rebel labor leader, 
is also president of the United Mine 
Workers Union of America, and has 
the backing of the ultra-radical Gar- 
ment Workers Union and kindred Com- 
munistic labor organizations. 


The outlaw Union ordered the strike 
in certain General Motors “key plants”, 
but the repercussions of this strike 
affected many other industries which 
are dependent upon the General Mo- 
tors Corporation’s ability to utilize 
their manifold products. Thus, nearly 
500,000 workers in various parts of the 
country were thrown out of work. 


This radical labor flare-up revealed 
a pessimistic outlook and showed con- 
clusively that America is getting dan- 
gerously close to a Communist inspired 
Revolution. There were daily reports 
of riots and violence which brought 

anics and confusion, and acted as a 

rake on the much heralded returning 
to recovery and normalcy.

Revolutionary Forces Working 


Sit-down strikes throughout Amer- 
ica have brought apprehension to even 
the most optimistic observers. Com- 
munistie tactics now are used by labor 
agitators and are a real menace to 
our established national institutions. 


For instance, the facts showed that 
the sit-down strikers comprised merely 
five per cent of the General Motors 
employees. Pickets were imported from 
other states; they were not only Com- 
munist inspired, but were also skilled 
in the methods used throughout the 


world by Communist agitators and 
strategists. 
This technique, which has_ been 


taught for several years in the “work- 
ers Schools” throughout our country, 
was put to practical use. Virtual con- 
fiscation of the premises affected by 
the strike, picketing the inside and 
outside of these properties, appropriat- 
ing the fueland other commodities: in 
brief, disregarding all law of property 
rights and equity found on the statute 
books of state and nation, as well as 
active resistance to constituted legal 
authority, such as the police and the 
courts, was a daily routine. 


There were enough militant and des- 
perate radicals on hand to commit sabo- 
tage and destroy as much property as 
possible. They took precautions not 
to endanger their own comforts and 
safety. Ignorant foreigners were used 
as dupes. Effigy lynchings and riots 
were the order of the day. 


Officers of the law frequently were 
attacked the moment they approached 
the plants, which had been turned into 
veritable fortresses by the strikers. In 
the Flint and Detroit riots many police 
officers and deputies suffered serious 
injury. 

The city police department of Flint 
alone reported a casualty of eleven 
officers resulting from a single riot. 
Of this number only a few recovered 
sufficiently to return to active duty. 
The damage to cars amounted to thou- 
sands of dollars. 


Law and order were scoffed at by the 
radicals as they continued to hurl in- 
sults and defiance at deputies and the 
police. Governor Murphy, a New Deal- 
er, mobilized the Michigan militia, but 
refrained from making use of his 
police power and even promised the 
sit-down strikers that they would be 
supplied with food and other neces- 
sities of life.

The situation grew more desperate 
from day to day. The welfare agen- 
cies of the city of Flint reported from 
3800 to 500 relief applications daily. 
More than 200 of those applying for 
help were families of workers thrown 
out of employment by the strike and 
—- shut-downs against their 
will. 


Yet permits to solicit funds were 
granted only to strike leaders, who 
were interested only in the families of 
sit-down strikers. No guarantee was 
given that the funds thus accumulated 
would be used for relief purposes only. 


Unable or unwilling to take in hand 
the strike situation, Governor Frank 
Murphy frequently communicated with 
Washington to place the responsibility 
into the hands of Federal authorities. 
An influenza epidemic seriously threat- 
ened the Michigan national guardsmen 
stationed in Flint. 


New Red Strategy 


The extent of the threat of Com- 
munism in the United States and its 
subversive propaganda, cannot be 
measured by the small vote cast by the 
Communist Party, because many active 
Communists are not citizens; neither 
can one get a correct appraisal of the 
true nature of Communist ambition. 


Their claim that they are the true 
successors to “the spirit of the Ameri- 
can Revolution of 1776”, which secured 
our independence from English im- 
perialism is misleading. This new 
radical terror is not the defender of 
our democracy. The cruelty, serfdom, 
class hatred and lust of murder of 
international Communism, is too well 
known to put credence to such extra- 
vagant claims. 


Wherever Communism has gained 
control it has robbed men of the bene- 
fits of democracy, denied them liberty 
of the person, even the right to strike, 
and has destroyed contentment and 
human happiness. 


While millions of Americans have 
not yet recovered from this stunning 
surprise, namely a decided swing of 
the country to the left, as witnessed 
by the recent presidential election, the 
New Deal is already seeking to curtail 
our Supreme Court and asks for new 
powers for the potential dictatorship 
of the present Administration. 


The Department of Labor, we learn, 
is to be given new powers. According 
to a Washington news bureau’s report, 
released on January 14, there is to be 
a reorganization of legislation which 
will slate for abolition all such boards

interfere with the future program of 
the New Deal. 


Senator Shepperd of the Senate Mil- 
itary Affairs Committee, together with 
Lester Hewitt, chairman of the House 
of Representatives have prepared a 
bill for the conscription of finance, 
industry, and man power. They de- 
mand powers for the President of the 
United States, upon the declaration of 
a war, the like of which were never 
before held by any dictator. 


Such a demand is pregnant with pos- 
sibilities which spell “danger”, first of 
all because of the vagueness of this 
demand and also because of the fact 
that American radicals who are re- 
sponsible for the present epidemic of 
sit-down strikes, could create an im- 
mediate “situation” which would con- 
fer such powers upon the Chief Execu- 
tive regardless of his attitude toward 
existing laws and the much decried 
Constitution of the United States. 


_ In view of the fact that such a pro- 
posal has the backing of powerful mili- 
tary organizations, all those who ob- 
ject to such a plan and who recognize 
that it may result in disastrous possi- 
bilities for the country, may find them- 
selves brushed aside or completely ig- 
nored. 


An American “Soviet State” 


To be sure the arguments in favor 
of the above proposal are made in the 
name of humanity and purport to be 
advanced in the spirit of altruism. All 
profit must be eliminated when a na- 
tional emergency arises we are told, 
but on the other hand there are no 
proposed safe-guards against bureauc- 
racy, graft, corruption and tyranny. 


The system of taxation heretofore 
employed to check profiteering, is re- 
garded as insufficient. To curb all 
industry, managements and workers 
alike, which until now operated in 
compliance with the laws of supply and 
demand, a dictatorship is proposed. 


The old order of things is said to no 


longer meet the new social and 
political needs. The law of the 
land is said to be inadequate. Instead 


wages, prices, and distribution are to 
be regulated by executive order. The 
Government also is to regulate the per- 
centage of earnings which may be kept 
by all parties concerned. 


Thus the United States may be con- 
verted over night into a great Soviet 
State where no one is exempt from 
government orders and free from the 
scrutiny of a G. P. U., of one kind or 
another. The proposal not only means 
that we must follow Russia, Germany, 
or Italy, but holds forth even greater 
extremes than those which have con- 
verted the population of these countries 
into governmental chattels and serfs. 


If Congress should adopt such ex- 
treme legislation, we may suddenly 
find ourselves ordered about by newly

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created officials whose authority will 
extend into every activity of life, tell- 
ing us what to do and what to leave 
undone. There is latent in the pro- 
posed system the tremendous possihil- 
ity of an absolute dictatorship. No 
one can predict how soon this power 
may be abused in such a manner as to 
destroy the very vestige of American 
democracy. 


Federal Council Involved 
The General Motors strike was not 


called for an increase in wages. The 
strikers themselves declared that 
wages have never been higher. There 


was no complaint because of the fifty 
dollar minimum Christmas bonus 
which was given to the employees, as 
well as the voluntary raise in wages 
granted. 


The dispute arose because of the 
union’s demand for exclusive bargain- 
ing rights even though it had been 
determined that its members comprised 
less than five percent of all company 
employees. 


The present sit-down strike proved 
to be merely a trick of the American 
radicals to test out its ability to stop 
the wheels of the American industry 
and hasten the day when a “national 
emergency” would be produced which 
would furnish the excuse for the estab- 
lishment of an un-American dictator- 
ship patterned after that of Moscow, 
Berlin, or Rome. 


The recent sit-down strike has 
brought to light the facts regarding a 
gigantic conspiracy of radicals to take 
over, own and run industry. The apos- 
tate Federal Council of Churches 
showed its hand as well. At a confer- 
ence arranged in Detroit, its spokes- 
man Rev. Charles C. Weber, proposed 
that non-strikers help smash General 
Motors forcing terms which would take 
over, own and operate the Corporation 
plants. A prominent ex-preacher has 


become head of the strikers union. 
Truly, the nominal church has ceased 
to be the “salt of the world”. 


At times like this, a call for the uni- 
ted prayer of God’s people, cannot be 

ressed too urgently. Christians must 
do all they can by voice and pen to 
arouse the sleeping church, in order to 
stop the floodgates of radicalism which 
are threatening not only American 
democracy, but the secret precincts of 
our homes and the sphere of influence 
of the church of God as well. 


The evils of Communism, although 
still hiding behind governmental pana- 
ceas and democratic schemes, are 
bringing peril and danger to our very 
doors with such astounding rapidity, 
that most people are stunned into a 
spiritual paralysis which if continued 
long enough will bring in the day of 
doom for our civilization.

“‘The domination of the Soviets 
knows neither freedom nor justice. It 
is purely built upon the suppression, 
the destruction of every individual will, 
both at work and play. 


“‘We, however, are the masters. 
Suppression has been entrusted to us. 
UTTER RUTHLESSNESS IS OUR 
DUTY. And in the execution of this 
duty the greater cruelty is the great- 
est merit. Through absolute terror, for 
the purpose of which every kind of be- 
trayal, breaking of pledges, the denial 
of the slightest shadow of truth, etc., 
is of service. We shall reduce humanity 
to the final level which can alone make 
of them the uniform easily controllable 
instrument of our domination. (Is this 
not the plot of the Protocols of the Wise 
Men of Zion pure and simple? World 
Service.) 


“¢‘This, in brief outline, is our path. 
Having obtained power in Russia as a 
result of our fixed methods and our 
resolution of rooting out all elements 
opposed to us, and now that every like- 
lihood points to our attaining the same 
position in Europe and America by 
means of dislocation of conditions 
there, the organization of crime and 
criminals, the ground will be struck 
from beneath the feet of the dreamy 
bourgeoisie. Then, having built up our 
power there by means of skillful ex- 
ploitation of the mentality of the peo- 
ple, we shall turn our attention to 
Africa and Asia. 


“‘We shall at the same time, with 
perfect mimicry, join hands with the 
Western powers and lend our support 
to their own selfish aims. We shall 
make treaties, perhaps even alliances, 


with them, and lull them into such a 
false sense of security that they will 
not observe our secret activities with- 
in their own borders. 


““When we have weakened them so 
that they no longer stand on firm 
ground, we shall lead them into ad- 
ventures which shall be their downfall, 
and though they rely upon our sup- 
port, we shall allow them to collapse, 
so as to be able to erect our own might 
on their ruin. Our aim is and shall al- 
ways remain—the domination of the 
world.’ (Is not this program of Lenin’s 
being carried out successfully today ?)”’ 


This is almost the exact language of 
the Protocols. 


World Service, writing from across 
the ocean, continues: 


“Comintern agents are past masters 
at the art of disguising themselves in 
every country. 


“In the presidential election cam- 
paign in the U. S. A. the following 
trick is employed: ‘Communism is 
twentieth century Americanism’. This 
slogan, which every American can very 
easily grasp, is now to be seen on 
placards, leaflets and illuminated signs. 

“By means of these tactics new 
channels for instructing the masses 
have, according to the Communist 
Party press, been opened up.

Our Russian correspondent 
in Berlin reports: The head of the God- 
less Movement in the Soviet Union, the 
Jew, Scheinmann, has recently sent out 
an appeal to all the Godless of the 
world in the following words: 


“*We mean to bring all the churches 
of the globe crashing in a gigantic sea 
of flames. Our Godless movement has 
become an immense power which shall 
root out all religious feelings. This 
movement is one of the most important 
branches of our anti-religious class 
war. Our anti-religious work, which is 
undermining the foundations of the 
whole world, must be made even 
stronger. The servants of God of all 
creeds must know that no sacred ob- 
ject and no prayers can now save the 
Capitalist world from its downfall.’ 


“It is interesting to know that this 
same Jew, Scheinmann, who pretends 
to be carrying on a crusade of destruc- 
tion ‘against all creeds’, definitely 
proved in a brochure written by him, 
and entitled ‘The Campaign Against 
U. S. S. R.’ that in Soviet Russia the 
Jewish religion is supported and pro- 
moted.”

javeh. Note the definitions of these 
ancient words: 


Spica: The heart of the seed. 
Subilon: The branch. 

Al Murredin: He who comes down. 
Zavijaveh: The glorious. 





The drawing which accompanies this 
article shows Spica as an ear of wheat 
in the left hand, Subilon as a branch 
in the right hand, Al Murredin near the 
right elbow, and Zavijaveh at the head 
of the figure. 


Here we have pictured before us four 
stages in the earth-life of Christ. 


Spica 


Spica refers to the Eternal Seed, de- 
posited by supernatural power in the 
womb of the Virgin Mary. 


“A seed shall serve him.” Psalms 
22:30. “A woman shall compass a man.” 
Jeremiah 31:22. 


“And the angel answered and said 
unto her, The Holy Ghost shall come 
upon thee, and the power of the High- 
est shall overshadow thee: therefore 
also that holy thing which shall be born 
of thee shall be called the Son of God.” 
Luke 1:35. 


“And the Word was made flesh, and 
dwelt among us, (and we beheld his 
glory, the glory as of the only begotton 
of the Father,) full of grace and truth.” 
John 1:14, 


Before concluding this part of the 
discussion, it should be remarked that 
the Eternal Seed, promised in Eden, 
that became flesh at Bethlehem’s 
manger is the same Uncreated Life 
which is quickened in the womb of the 
human heart through the new birth. 
Hence Paul’s statement: “Christ in you 
the hope of glory.” 


Subilon 


Subilon, or Branch, is one of the 
prophetic titles given to Christ in the 
Old Testament. 


Jeremiah ‘said: ‘Behold, the days 
come, saith the Lord, that I will raise 
unto David A RIGHTEOUS BRANCH, 
and a King shall reign and prosper, 
and shall execute judgment and justice 
in the earth.” 

Zechariah said: “I will bring forth 
my servant THE BRANCH.” 

Zechariah 6:12, “And speak unto 
him, saying, Thus speaketh the Lord of 
hosts, saying, Behold the man whose 
name is THE BRANCH.” 


Now we can begin to see how the 


ancients anticipated the earth-life of 
the Son of God. First (Virgo) His 
Mother; second, (Spica) His immeaeu- 
late conception; third (Subilon) His 
manhood and Godhead; fourth (Al 
Murredin) His atonement, and fifth 
(Zavijaveh) His resurrection. 


Al Murredin 


Al Murredin was the word used in 
star language to describe the coming 
down, the divine stoop of the Eternal 
Son into a human body. 


The vicarious suffering of Christ, in 
a physical body, was essential to the 
solution of the sin problem. Therefore, 
the atonement was conceived in the 
mind of God before the foundation of 
the world. 


For this reason, the first people to 
study the heavens caught a glimpse of 
the cross of Calvary and provided for 
it, as Al Murredin, in their star pic- 
tures. 

Zavijaveh 


The meaning of this star is “the 
glorious”. 

At this, the sacred Easter season, 
its message is particularly important 
because it refers to our Lord’s triumph 
over the tomb in His “glorified” body. 

Indeed, He is the Glorious One!

The false ecclesiastical system, por- 
trayed as a “Harlot Woman” in the 
thirteenth chapter of Revelation, has 
governed the religious thought of 
Greece for hundreds of years. 


Woe to any Greek Protestant who 
dares to challenge the power of the 
Great Whore! “And upon her fore- 
head was a name written, Mystery, 
Babylon the great, the mother of har- 
lots and abominations of the earth. 
And I saw the woman drunken with 
the blood of saints, and the blood of 
martyrs.” 


The final destruction of the Greek Or- 
thodox and Roman Catholic Churches, 
in the end-time of this age, is anticipat- 
ed in Revelation 17:16, “And the ten 
horns which thou sawest upon the 
beast, these shall hate the whore, and 
shall make her desolate and naked, and 
oma eat her flesh, and burn her with 
ire.’ 


The Greek Orthodox Church control- 
ed Russia, under the Czar, exactly like 
it controls Greece today. The Red 
slaughter of her Russian priests and 
the destruction of her churches, con- 
tributes to the fulfillment of Revela- 
tion 17:16. This prophecy also applies 
to the present plight of the Catholics in 
Spain. 


Rev. A. Velonis, head of the mission- 
ary activities of the Defenders Move- 
ment in Greece, knows that effective 
soul-saving work can never be done a- 
mong his people, as long as they are 
blinded by the idolatry and paganism 
of the Harlot Woman. 


He knows also that the Greek Ortho- 
dox Church is helpless to resist the on- 
slaughts of Communism. This has been 
amply demonstrated in Russia. 


So, animated by the spirit of the re- 
formers of the fifteenth and sixteenth 
centuries, possessed of a deep heart- 
desire to see his Country saved from 
the threatening menace of atheistic 
Communism—he has dared to publicly 
call attention to the great spiritual 
abuses which, in his judgment, must be 
speedily corrected. 


In taking his stand for the right, 
he knew in advance, to what extremes 
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the Harlot system would go in attempt- 
ing to silence him! 


To fully realize what Mr. Velonis is 
now enduring, one must understand 
something of the power that the Har- 
lot Woman wields over the Govern- 
ments of countries where Church and 
State are united. 


The Greek Orthodox system has used 
various methods at different times, to 
stamp out Protestant efforts, but as 
far as known, this is the first time 
that her highest ecclesiastical body, the 
Holy Synod, has ever taken official 
action against an individual. 


In other words, Velonis stands today 
in relation to the Church of Greece, 
very much as Luther stood with refer- 
ence to the Church of Germany, just 
before the Reformation! 


Being notified last December that the 
dignitaries had charged him with at- 
tempting to overthrow the Greek Or- 
thodox system, January 19, 1937 was 
designated as the date for his appear- 
ance before the Examining Judge of 
Salonica. 


His defense, delivered on that occa- 
sion, will take its place as an historical 
document of great importance. With 
courage and prophetic insight, he ans- 
wers every charge made by his accus- 
ers. (These charges have been publish- 
ed in the pamphlet “Velonis, A Mar- 
tyr For Christ”—copies of which may 
be had free of charge by writing to the 
Wichita Headquarters.) 


Addressing the tribunal in the Greek 
language, Mr. Velonis said in part: 


Y Lord Judge: 


Pleading before your honor, Lord 
Examiner, upon the accusation against 
me by the Holy Synod of the Church of 
Greece for writings that I have pub- 
lished in the Greek magazine of the 
“Defenders of the Christian Faith” 
(numbers 5, 6 and 7), I have the honor 
to state before you the following facts: 


(1) I do not speak against the holy 
clergy. On the contrary, I defend the 
higher and enlightened clergy in the 
pages of the magazine under accusa- 
tion. 


(2) I do not operate or promote any 
system of propaganda to deal with the 
consciences of the people, as charged . . 


(3) I do not mail the magazine to 
pupils of the schools as charged, but 
only to the chairman of villages and 
certain persons in the public life of our 
Country. 


(4) I do not touch or oppose one 
single fundamental dogma of the true 
Christian Religion. On the contrary, I 
am a faithful and obedient Christian; 
I believe in future judgment and re- 
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wards; I believe in everlasting life; I 
believe the Holy Scriptures, both the 
Old and New Testaments, to be inspir- 
ed and infallible. 


(5) On the contrary, I oppose to the 
limit of my strength and endurance, 
all forms of Atheism, Materialism and 
Communism. I fight against the creed 
of World Revolution which, if carried 
out in our Country, would overthrow 
the Greek Orthodox Church.... 


(6) I speak through the Greek De- 
fender magazine against the idolatrous 
and superstitious habits which intruded 
themselves into Christian worship dur- 
ing the dark ages; but these supersti- 
tions do not constitute any dogma of 
the true Christian Religion. Not one 
wise and prudent reasoning person, not 
even the High Priests and Archbishops 
who have accused me, believe in their 
hearts that these superstitions against 
which I protest, constitute any real 
part of genuine Christian worship. 


But on the other hand, pious and 
Godly Christian people wish to see ec- 
clesiastical ceremonies and formalities 
cleansed and purified; they wish to see 
the Church come back to its first Apos- 
tolic simplicity. 

Only then will the mouths of the Com- 
munists be silenced who are using these 
useless and idolatrous’superstitions as 
a target for their attacks upon the 
religious structure of the Nation. 


(7) And moreover; before I publish- 
ed the “Open Letter” to the leaders of 
the Church, which letter is the basis 
of this accusation against me, I sub- 
mitted the manuscript to two of the 
highest Clericals of the Church, to 
three lawyers, and to four others of 
great learning, and none of these per- 
sons found anything untrue or blam- 
able in it. On the contrary, some of 
these persons added very important 
suggestions to my manuscript. 


But good faith and a sense of honor 
forbid my calling these people before 
the court as witnesses. 


(8) Because of the nature of this 
case, I will not appeal to any natural 
person to testify in my defense. I will 
appeal, however, to the Bible which I 
have here with me, and to the “History 
of the Greek Nation” by C. Pappar- 
hegopoulos, and certain other religious 
books of the Orthodox Church. I shall 
also appeal to reasoning and common 
sense. 


(9) There is nothing in this case 
which violates article 198 of the Penal

THE EASTER RADIANCE. By Carl 
A. Glover. Published by Cokesbury 
Press. Pages 112. Price $1.00. 


‘ern purpose of this treatise as stated 
by the author is “to show that 
through all the centuries Easter has 
been a glowing fact in the Church”. 


He was surprised to learn that the 
amount of Easter lore is extremely 
small compared with that of Christmas, 
even though the Gospels give far more 
space to the account of the Resurrec- 
tion than to the Incarnation. 


The first chapter deals with the story 
as told in the four Gospels, and har- 
monizes apparent discrepancies. It 
speaks of the various appearances of 
the Lord after His resurrection, of His 
Ascension, and the coming of the Com- 
forter. 

Chapter two gives us the derivation 
of the word “Easter”, which is used but 
once in Scripture, in the Authorized 
Version, and should have been trans- 
lated “Passover”. 


The name comes from that of an old 
heathen feast connected with Eostre, 
Saxon goddess of the dawn. In the at- 
tempt to reconcile the solar year, the 
lunar month, and the day of the week, 
the date was made variable; that is, 
it comes on the first Sunday following 
the first full moon after the vernal 
equinox. An attempt is being made 
through the League of Nations, the Ca- 
tholic Pope, the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, and the Ecumenical Patriarch to 
set a fixed date. 


The next chapter discusses the rea- 
son for the adoption of Sunday as a day 
of rest and worship. This of course is 
due to the fact that Jesus came forth 
from the tomb on the first day of the 
week, and the early church met on that 
day to partake of the Lord’s Supper. 


The fourth chapter describes the in- 
stitution of the Lord’s Supper; how it 
was first observed; the doctrine of 
transubstantiation; the use of the word 
“mass”, “eucharist”, and “holy com- 
munion”, 


Chapter five is given over to Easter 
poetry through which the Easter fact 
is expressed by the faith of the poet, 
and not because it can be scientifically 
demonstrated. Examples are given 


from the ancient Anglo-Saxon down to 
the present. 

The use and growth of the liturgical 
crama through antiphonal Easter sing- 
ing is developed in the following chap- 





ter. The first record of Christian music 
is found in the Scripture, and its his- 
tory is recounted in Chapter seven. 
Many beautiful carols, hymns, and fine 
harmonies are the result of this great- 
est festival of the church. The great 
sunrise service at Riverside, California 
is cited as an example of the fine way 
many modern communities observe 
Easter. 


The use of symbols is next presented, 
most of them connected with supersti- 
tious belief. The lion; the bird, especi- 
ally the peacock and the fabled phoe- 
nix; the fish; flowers; candles; and the 
cross with its many variations are des- 
cribed with their symbolical meanings. 


The last chapter tells of the bringing 
into the church various pagan practices, 
such as the Easter egg and rabbit, and 
in some localities the Easter cakes and 
hot cross buns. “But whatever the ori- 
gin of the happy customs relating to 
Easter they are now definitely associat- 
ed with the deeper meaning of the Eas- 
ter season. And in the alchemy of 
time the lightness and the seriousness 
have been blended into a significant 
whole, inspired and permeated with the 
one theme of that first Easter Day— 
joy in the risen Christ.” 


Thus is ended an interesting and un- 
usual book.

Thus begins the latest book from the 
pen of Dr. Gaebelein, and perhaps his 
finest. Here is one of the greatest re- 
futations of atheism ever published, 
one that will thrill to its depths the 
heart of every believer. 


The worst and most outspoken athe- 
ism of any age is today sweeping hu- 
manity.

The silence of the heaven is then for- 
ever ended; every promised blessing 
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will be given, and God in Christ will 

rule the nations in Righteousness.

The Bible In Puente Rico

ete RICO was discovered by 
Christopher Columbus, on his second 
voyage, the 19th of November, 1493. 


For 380 years no Bible came to this 
Island! 


The blind spiritual leaders were Ro- 
man Catholic priests, who kept the 
country in a benighted state. 


It was in the year 1873 that permis- 
sion was given for a Protestant Church 
to be built in Puerto Rico. This was 
due to the fact that Spain, the ruler of 
the Island, was then enjoying religious 
toleration, under a passing republican 
government. 


This Protestant Church, Anglican in 
confession, and tolerated only for 
preaching to English speaking persons, 
could not hold religious services in 
Spanish. It was established in the city 
of Ponce, in the southern part of Puer- 
to Rico. 


Of course Puerto Rico is a Spanish 
speaking Island, and so its inhabitants 
could not worship intelligently in an 
English speaking Church, nor under- 


stand the Bible in the language of 
Shakespeare. 


But in the year 1898 Puerto Rico was 
freed from the Spanish flag, and with 
the flag went also religious bondage. 


Through the Treaty of Paris we be- 
came politically a part of the United 
States, and with the coming of the 
Stars and Stripes to us, came liberty 
of worship, of which the Islanders eag- 
erly availed themselves. 


The open Bible came to our land in 
the year 1898 with American mission- 
aries who put the Protestant interpre- 
tation of the Gospel of Jesus Christ 
within the reach of the Puerto Rican 
people. 

Since that date, struggling Protes- 
tant denominations have been doing 
their best to put the Bible in homes. 
Thousands of Bibles, Testaments, Gos- 
pels, tracts and evangelistic portions 
have been sold and distributed freely 
from house to house on this Island. 


The Book of Books is loved by many 
Puerto Ricans, and believers have gone 
home to Heaven quoting Scripture ver- 


ses, or listening to the reading of 
Scripture portions.

For this reason they forsake the 
heavenly teachings (John 8:32) of the 
lovely Jesus of Nazareth which alone 
can liberate souls and save individuals 
and nations.
